MONTREAL (CP) A 
union leader said Thursday 
the 1976 Montreal Olympics 
may have to be held in 1977" 
if the Quebec government 
passes legislation based on 
ihe Cliche commission re|>or» 
on the construction industry. 

Walkouts by construction 
workers Thursday at major 
building sites in the city, in¬ 
cluding the main Olympic sta¬ 
dium site, were "spontane¬ 
ous" reactions to the report, 
said 1/Hiis Laberge, president 


of the Quebec Federation of 
Labor. 

The QFL '‘will fight like 
dogs," he told a news confer¬ 
ence, called to announce con¬ 
demnation of the Cliche com¬ 
mission report released Tues¬ 
day. 

Late Thursday night the 
consortium of contractors in 
charge of construction at the 
Olympic, site announced the 
site would be closed today. 

The 602-page Cliche report, 
compiled alter a $1 million, 
year-long study, recommend¬ 


ed that four Montreal union 
locals, all QFL affiliates, be 
placed immediately under a 
government-appointed board 
of trustees. 

Using terms such as "ema¬ 
sculation" and "amputation" 
to describe the "threat" to 
workers’ rights ix^sed by the 
report, the QFL leader said 
legislation on the basis of the 
report’s recommendations 
would, lead to "a takeover of 
the labor movement in Que¬ 
bec." 

A QFL statement read at 


the new’s conference said divi¬ 
sions in the workers’ ranks 
would be perpetuated and 
construction employees would 
get a unified bargaining body 
if the report’s recommen¬ 
dations were implemented. 

It also rejected recommen¬ 
dations which it said would 
reduce the powers and rights 
of union stewards and-make it 
virtually impossible for 
various labor groups to com¬ 
pete with each other during 
recruitment periods for new 
members. 


The federation said the re¬ 
port also aimed at removing 
basic legal rights by suggest¬ 
ing that workers or union of¬ 
ficials accused of organizing 
illegal walkouts be "pre¬ 
sumed guilty." 

laberge also called for hill 
proof of wrongdoing before 
any union official is banned 
from holding positions in 
labor organizations.

The Canadian Labor 
Congress executive met in 
Toronto Wednesday to discuss 
the proposals. It issued a 

statement asking action on 
nine conditions as a basis for 
further co-operation on the 
anti-inflation program. 

Earlier Thursday the prime 
minister said the government 
will continue to talk with 

labor leaders in an attempt to 
reach agree nienl on the 
wage aspect of the program 

But, he said, there will lie 
no specific attempt to negoti¬ 
ate the nine conditions out¬ 
lined by labor. 

Asked if the nine points 
were negotiable, the prime 
minister replied: 

"Negotiable? Talks are cer¬ 
tainly possible, bul I wouldn’t 
say they are negotiable. I am 
certain talks will continue.” 

In the Commons. Turner 
said some of the points fall 
under provincial jurisdiction, 
adding that the government 
will ask labor leaders to be 
more specific in their de¬ 
mands. He also said there will 
hr fresh federal counter¬ 
proposals. 

Initial proposals to labor in¬ 
cluded a 12-per-cent limit on 
wage increases in the coming 
year. 

The labor congress list in¬ 
cluded demands for rent con¬ 
trols. guarantees that profils 
from tax savings will br

r ITie spring session of the Legislature deteriorated 
into a constant challenge of the rulings of the chair 
Thursday night as the final hours and sittings of debate 
on estimates ticked away. 

Thursday afternoon for the 
first time in recent B.C. politi¬ 
cal history two MLAs were 
tossed out of the house for 
defying rulings of committee 
of supply chairman Hartley 
Dent, then the rulings of 
Speaker Gordon Dowding as 
he upheld Dent’s rulings. 

First 1o go was David An¬ 
derson (L- Victoria), the sec¬ 
ond Pat Jordan (SO North 
Okanagan). She was the first 
woman ever to lie ejected 
from the B.C. legislature. 

At issue just below the sur¬ 
face were the closure rules 
approved a year ago by the 
hefty government majority in 
the house. Those rules limited 
debate on departmental es¬ 
timates to L35 hours or 45 sit¬ 
tings. whichever is the longer. 

The 135 hours ran out Thurs¬ 
day night. the 45th sitting 
starts ai 10 this morning. 

But that wasn’t officially 
why Anderson and Mrs. Jor¬ 
dan were ordered to withdraw 
from the legislative chamber 
Thursday afternoon. Those 
rulings came after both MLAs 
prodded Agriculture Minister 
David Stupich for answers on 
his department’s estimates. 

Both members were back in 
their seats for the night sil¬ 
ting. 

Highways Minister Graham 
l^ea accused the two opposi¬ 
tion parties of having made a 
deal to get themselves thrown 
out of the house for political 
purposes. 

But Socrcd Roberi McClel¬ 
land (Langley), who was 
making another efforl to a">k 
questions on the subject at the 
time, denied the charge. 

The storm started soon 
after 4 when Anderson raised 
the subject of B.C. Supreme 
Court Judge E. E. Hinkson’s 
decision that Premier Barrett 
had intervened in the so- 
called chicken and egg war.

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Raid nabs 
Socred 
tax papers 

OTTAWA (CP) Federal 
taxation officers seized docu¬ 
ments and records • from na¬ 
tional Social Credit offices in 
Rimouski, Que., party leader 
Real Caouette said Thursday. 

The raid, earlier this week, 
came as a surprise and has 
left party officials puzzled, he 
said after raising the issue in 
the Commons. 

He was unclear aboui the 
motivation for the raid, but 
indicated it concerned new 
tax deduction privileges in the 
election expense law passed 
last year. 

The law covers both cash 
and service contributions to 
political parties. He indicated 
that tax officials question re¬ 
ceipts issued by the party for 
services rendered by support¬ 
ers. 

Revenue Minister Ron Bas- 
(ord said,he is awaiting a re¬ 
port on the seizure but will ai- 
icmpt to have the documents 
returned and to confine the 
investigation to party pre¬ 
mises.

David Anderson IL—Vic¬ 
toria) said he hoped ^the gov¬ 
ernment would make funds 
available to the native Indians 
so that their point of view 
could be advanced in any pub¬ 
lic education campaign. 

Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 
Bay) said he strongly be¬ 
lieved that the solution to the 
cutoff land question could 
only be hammered out at the 
conference table and asked if 
the Indians had given any 
commitment to halt protests 
betw-een now and the first 
meeting. 

Levi said he had asked for 
no commitments from the In¬ 
dians. "There are no stric¬ 
tures leading up to the meet¬ 
ing." he said. "That is some¬ 
thing the Indians and their 
leaders have to deal with 
themselves."

Washington state's governor 
is awaiting a reaction from 
Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
before he # decides what to do. 
if anything, about a plan to 
build an offshore oil terminal 
in his state. 

But Pollen said in Victoria 
late Thursday he probably 
won’t have an official reaction 
to the proposal, announced 
earlier Thursday by a Shell 
Oil Co. spokesman in Seattle. 

"We always welcome input 
from our neighbors to the 
north on these questions." one 
of Governor Dan Evans’ aides 
told the Colonist in a tele¬ 
phone interview from Olym¬ 
pia, "and try lo allow them 


time to contact us before 
making any decisions." 

The aide said Evans had no 
official reaction to the pro- 
posal as of yet. 

Pollen said he felt that writ¬ 
ing Evans to protest the pro¬ 
posal would be futile and. 
therefore, a protest would not 
likely be forthcoming. 

Pollen said he thought the 
proposal, which calls for a 
sea-island oil terminal capa¬ 
ble of handling supertankers 
to l)e built at a spot near 
Shell’s Anacortes refinery, 
w as "idiotic." 

Announcement of the plane 
was made by refinery manag¬ 
er Bill Malseed. who said in a 
recent interview' the sea is-

Malseed said the terminal 
would be an offshore pier or 
deepwater platform which 
could handle up to three 
tankers each month unloading 
crude oil cargoes. 

Oil would be pumped ashore 
through an undersea pipeline 
to storage tanks. 

Smaller ships, carrying re¬ 
fined products to California, 
would continue to call at 
Shell’s land-based pier. 

Bob Lynettc, chief advocate 
for the U.S. environment 
group Coalition Against Oil 
Pollution, promised to "fight 
Shell with all the resources 
we’ve got." 

"It would be criminal to 
Wring those large tankers that 
far into our enclosed waters." 
he said. 

"We’re going to, demand a 
moratorium on permits for 


any new terminal site until 
the state has adopted a poli¬ 
cy." 

Malseed said engineering 
and environmental studies for 
the project should be under¬ 
way in the next few' weeks. 

Permit applications could 
be tiled with the state by late 
summer.

WASHINGTON (AP) South Korean of¬ 
ficials told President Ford Thursday they 
believe North Korea would attack their 
country within six months if the United 
States withdrew its troops. 

They said Ford assured them the United 
States will keep its security commitments to 
South Korea and will fight if there is an in¬ 
vasion from the North. 

Chong Il-Kwon, speaker of the South 
Korean National Assembly, and Hahm 
P.yong-Choon, Korean ambassador to the 
United States, talked with reporters after 


meeting with Ford for 15 minutes al the 
White House. 

Asked what would happen if American 
troops were withdrawn, Chong said: "I be¬ 
lieve that within six months there would be 
an attack from North Korea." 

Hahm agreed with that assessment. 

"If the United States pulls its troops out of 
South Korea," he said, "that’s the surest in¬ 
vitation there is to the North. The United 
States, in effect, would be offering up South 
Korea for a takeover by the North." 

Hahm said the president told him the 
United States has no intention of removing 
its 38,000 troops from South Korea. 

"He said his administration will stand by 
its security commitments to the Republic of 
Korea," Hahm declared. 
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would agree to obey the chair 
in future.

He replies he would like 
a week to think it over — request granted. 
Why? It’s a simple question, no delays should 
be allowed. 

He comes back a week later and offers a 
plea of not guilty. He is then asked whether 
he wants trial by judge or trial by judge and 
jury. He’d like to think about that for another 
week. Oh. yes, it is not uncommon for his 
lawyer to tell him that he'll be able to stretch 
the case out for months, if necessary. 

SURELY. Mr. Macdonald, much of this 
delay can he eliminated. The accused should 
he apprised of what he has to do on his very 
first appearance. He must make his plea, he 
must decide on the system of justice he 
wants none of this two, three and four 
weeks to make decisions that wouldn’t tax a 
10-year-old. 

Certainly lawyers must be saddled with 
much of the blame, because they flaunt the 
rules of the game as much as the accused. I 
know of one case, an auto accident causing 
death, which dragged on for the better pan 
of nine months. It should have been cleared 
up in one month. 

I'm sure there are many more areas that 
come under the aegis of the attorney-general 
that are in desperate need of “civilization.”

THE RULE OF THUMB is that pressing 
business becomes secondary, non-essential 
items receive rush priority.

Mac¬ 
donald made an oblique reference to making 
the purchase of beer just a little more civi¬ 
lized. There are many more areas thal need 
some civilization that Macdonald could have 
turned his hand to. 

He could have, in rotation to the beverage 
problem, dug in his heels and come up with 
some realistic and meaningful legislation go¬ 
verning the slack-jawed idiots who make our 
streets unsafe through their impaired driv¬ 
ing. 

IT SHOULD come as no great surprise to 
our attorney-general that the courts under 
his jurisdiction, have been lenient in their 
approach to the killers on the streets. Drunk 
drivers are too often given a slap on the 
wrist, whereas, in fact, they should damned 
well be put in jail and their licences lifted. 

And it shouldn’t be any great surprise to 
Alex Macdonald that our streets are crawling 
with drivers who have had their licences sus¬ 
pended. They laugh at the law, they go their 
merry drunken way and we’re all in danger.

P REDICTABLY AND UNDERSTANDABLY Ca¬ 
nadian labor leaders reject with derision the 
proposal of the federal government to brake the 
rate of inflation by lestricting wage increases to 12 
per cent a year, or $2,400 if that amount is lower. 

And so Should the Canadian public, including 
those who have no prospect of attaining any such 
increases in income, those who live on pension or 
steadily eroding investment earnings. 

It is not that the 12 per cent or $2,400 a year 
increase in pay packets are not sufficiently substan¬ 
tial even over-generous, in the delicately balanced 
economic circumstances. It is simply that such ceil¬ 
ings, unless they are related to living costs generally, 
are wholly unrealistic. 

Labor’s answer to what purports to be “a leak” 
of confidential documents from Finance Minister 
John Turner’s office is surprisingly restrained and 
professionally constructive. It is, in fact, the sort of 
Bound, basic agenda for discussion that the govern¬ 
ment should have had the good sense to suggest. 

Along with wage controls, insist the labor lead¬ 
ers, there must be curbs on oil and gas prices, regu¬ 
lation of rents, action to stop land speculation and 
improve the housing supply, guarantees that tax 
concessions to corporations will be put to expansion¬ 
ist uses rather than higher dividends, restraints on 
professional fees, and higher old age pensions. 

It is the sort of program Robert Stanfield’s 
Conservatives had in mind and which the electorate 
i- ejected; it is the sort of program that, even if it is 
not wholly acceptable or possible of implementation, 
is nevertheless an excellent basis for discussion. 


Unfortunately “the leak” from Mi*. Turner’s 
office — if that is what it was — suggests that the 
government holds labor responsible for the state 
of the economy. Certainly recent contract settle¬ 
ments have helped speed inflation, slow production 
and reduce employment. Certainly the demands 
of Ontario construction workers for pay hikes of 
96 per cent are beyond reason, and the conse¬ 
quences of such extortionate practices can end 
only in calamity. 

But labor is not Ihe only culprit In the econ¬ 
omic dock. Governments themselves with their con¬ 
sistent prodigality have made a major contribu¬ 
tion to the mess. And .so have avaricious industries, 
landlords and the rest. 

Rightly or wrongly, Mr. Turner’s reported ap¬ 
proach will be interpreted as the beginning of a 
negotiation with labor. And this presumes a sort of 
confrontation when that is the last thing that is 
wanted. 

In this critical time consultation in as amiable 
an atmosphere as possible is the only sane course 
to follow. And if Corporate Affairs Minister Andre 
Ouellet really does have a prices jurisdiction bill 
in preparation, something that would permit the 
government to fi-eeze or roll back excessive prices, 
surely the time is long past when there should be 
any secrecy about it. 

Withoul restraint in other areas in balance 
with control of wages there is no possibility of 
finding a foimula for stability. It should by now 
be obvious even to this reluctant and procrastin¬ 
ating federal administration.

Mr. Allmand’s hobby 


npHE DEMAND of the Vancouver Policemen’s 

Union that Mr. Warren Alim and resign as solici¬ 
tor-general probably reflects the attitude of the 
majority of Canadians at this time. 

This is not to say that all those who think Mr. 
Allmand should get out necessarily see eye to eye 
with the policemen who seek his departure simply 
because of his stand against capital punishment. 
Indeed, to some citizens this has become almost a 
secondary issue. 

It is Mr. Allmand’s dictatorial attitude of 
damn-Par ham ent-damn-the-law and damn-the-public- 
as-well which many citizens find both dangerous 
and offensive. Such an unbending posture against 


the law of the land certainly does not become a man 
holding the position of solicitor-general. 

A relative newcomer to national politics, 
having been promoted to cabinet rank only three 
years ago, Mr. Allmand’s chief claim to fame be¬ 
fore becoming a privy councillor was his notorious 
statement as chairman of the Liberal Party’s ex¬ 
ternal affairs caucus that he would “not be opposed 
1o the expulsion of Great Britain from the Com¬ 
monwealth if she did not change her mind” (about 
supplying South Africa with coastal defence weap- 
ons under the Simonstown agreement.) 

It appeal’s that Mr. Allmand enjoys running 
off at the mouth and becoming a controversial fig¬ 
ure. Be that as it may, it is hardly a hobby the gov¬ 
ernment of Canada can afford its solicitor-general 
1o indulge in. 


Research team finds 


School producing independence 


Pupils who are allowed to 
rhoosa their own subjects for 
study at a progressive school 
near Toronto are emerging as 
exceptionally independent and 
exceptionally capable ot 
directing their own learning. 

This is the conclusion of an 
educational research team 
which has been testing per- 
* o n a 1 i t y development at 
Thomlea Secondary School in 
York County on the outskirts 
of Toronto. The team, from the 
Ontario Institute for Studies 
in Education, says that the 
pupils’ preference for direct¬ 
ing their own learning is con¬ 
sistently increasing. Over 60 
per cent of the students had 
test scores indicating that 
they required little structure 
in order to learn, were able to 
process information in a com¬ 
plex way, and were mature in 
their dealings with other peo¬ 
ple. 

“This 60 per cent propor¬ 
tion,” says the research team, 
"is among the two or three 
highest proportions in any of

the dozens of samples tested, 
which include teacher train¬ 
ees, university students, in- 
service teacher groups, etc.” 

Thomlea, which opened In 
1968 and now has 1,300 pupils, 
probably offers more choice 
to its students than any other 
school in Canada. In most 
schools, pupils choose to take 
a subject for one complete 
year. At Thomlea, they take 
one-term courses. A minimum 
or six and a maximum of 
eight subjects per term are 
taken, adding up to a possible 
24 courses in the whole year. 
For high school graduation. 
Thomlea students need to 
pass 72 courses; in most other 
O ntario schools, students need 
27 course credits. 


The timetable for one term 
lists 220 different courses. 
Each pupil has his own per¬ 
sonal timetable and less than

5 per cent have timetables 
that are identical to anyone 
else’s in the school. The 
courses include “Why don’t 
you write to me?” (how to 
compose letters); creative 
writing at the typewriter; 
science fiction; “A night, 
out” (based on visits to the 
theatre); Indian art and cul¬ 
ture; the art of satire; con¬ 
sumer economics; merchan¬ 
dise display; and addition. 


• Another course involves 
helping to produce a school 
magazine once a fortnight. 
Several courses involve work 
in the local community, and 
some students help out with 
teaching, particularly dance 
and drama, in nearby elemen¬ 
tary schools. 

There are also .remedial 
reading courses for those 
whose English is poor, and 
these get a hard-sell in the 
school prospectus: “Having 
trouble with your courses be¬ 
cause of reading? Are you try¬ 
ing your best but not gbtting 
anywhere? Feel like giving 
up? . . . DON’T! This course 
is specially designed t n help 
you handle the reading re¬ 
quired by other subjects. The 
class will be kept small so 
that you may get Individual 
help and attention when you 
need it.” 

Thomlea was originally de¬ 
signed as a progressive school 
in the “flower power” period 
of the middle and late 1960s. 
Its director of curriculum ser¬ 
vices, Ken Cluley, says; "We 
wanted to creale a system 
that would not prop up the 
kids, that would not teach 
them and lead them so well 
that they would end up with¬ 
out experiencing the fighl to 
learn. 


“We give our students op¬ 
portunities to make mistakes. 
In the past, surveys of stu¬ 
dents who got marks of 80 per 
cent or more in high school 
exams showed that about one- 
third had tremendous difficul¬ 
ties at university. After the 
structured environment of the 
school, they had been left to 
themselves in an institution 
twelve times larger.” 

Huley admits that Home 
students “have fallen flat on 


their faces.” And he adds that 
"we are not reaching around 
10 per cent of the students 
here and they perhaps need 
more structure.” 

Fears that Thornlea stu¬ 
dents, faced with such a wid4 
range of courses, would 
choose the soft options hav«> 
proved ill-founded. English is 
the only compulsory subject, 
but maths is the next most 
widely taken subject and over 
80 per cent of the students 
choose science courses. Near¬ 
ly all the students take sev en 
courses a term and 55 of them 
take eight courses, even 
though this means missing 
part of their lunch break. 

★ ★ ★ 

Despite its apparent 
successes, Thornlea has often 
boon the butt of fierce criti¬ 
cism from local parents, who 
have complained about the 
lack of discipline, pupils skip¬ 
ping lessons, lack of home¬ 
work, smoking in school and 
unkempt students. Recently, 
the criticisms have become 
more muted and the Ontario 
Institute research team found 
that over half the parents had 
favorable views about the 
school and only 14 per cent 
had definitely negative views. 
Significantly, students who 
did well on the independent 
learning tests were twice as 
likely to have parents with fa¬ 
vorable views as those who did 
badly. 

Now, the researchers are 
comparing their Thornlea re¬ 
sults with an entirely different 
school in York County, which 
offers a highly structured and 
disciplined education.

That tired cliche about do¬ 
minoes falling will be over¬ 
worked in the aftermath of 
the fall of Saigon. The restive 
discontents long evident in 
Southeast Asia will now be in¬ 
terpreted as the consequence 
of American failure in South 
Vietnam. 

The shock of die suddeness 
of the fall will certainly be 
felt. But the truth is that 
American power has long 
l>ecn over-extended, not only 
in Asia but around the world. 

If once the shock is past, tills 
far-flung power can be pulled 
back w ithin reasonable 
limits; the American posture 
can conceivably be strength¬ 
ened rather than weakened. 

Thailand is a conspicuous 
candidate for the domino role. 
The government in Bangkok 
recently issued a formal 
statement that all foreign 
forces should be out of the 
country within a year, "condi¬ 
tions permitting.” This clause 
is interpreted as giving Wash¬ 
ington latitude for bargaining 
in the course of reducing the 
overgrown American comple¬ 
ment in bases operated by 
American personnel. 

During the Vietnam w r ar the 
American presence in Thai¬ 
land grew' like a banyan tree 
putting down its branches all 
over the place. At one point in 
the '60s there were 50.000 
Americans operating the 
bases from which the bomb¬ 
ing of Vietnam was carried 
out. This was pulled down 
during 1974 to 27.000. In Pen- 
lagonese the current agree¬ 
ment allows 27,000 “spaces.” 
which means live bodies. 

it * ★ 

The present number is 
alwnit 25,000. Surely this can 
he reduced now that all 
Americans are out of Viet¬ 
nam. Given the signs of dis-> 
quiet in the Thai government, 
spurred by student uprisings, 
a substantial reduction should 
have l)egun long since. 

It is good news that. Charles 
S Whitehouse. an able career 
foreign service officer with a 
' long seasoning in Asia, is 
godng as ambassador to Bang¬ 
kok. His last post w r as Laos 
where he observed the forma¬ 
tion of a compromise govern¬ 
ment combining the commu¬ 
nist Pathet Lao and the con¬ 
servative Souvanna Phouma.

Gains and losses

Taxpayers reporting more 
than $25,000 in income for 1973 
accounted for only 1.6 per 
cent of those filing tax re¬ 
turns, yet they had almost-50 
per cent of the capital gains 
reported thal year. 

Surprising? Hardly It’s 
about what might have been 
expected, but it is still pleas¬ 
ant confirmation of the belief 
that the capital gains tax in¬ 
troduced in 1972 w-ould help 
make the tax system a little 
fairer. 

But on the figures available 
so far — in “Preliminary 
Taxation Statistics” for 1973 
— it is much too soon to re¬ 
gard the capital gain* tax as a 
major source of revenue that 
could help ease the pressure 
on the basic personal income 
tax rates for those of modest 
income. 

The total of capital gains 
veported in 1973 was $571 mil¬ 
lion. of which only half of 
$285.5 million was laxahle at 


normal income tax rates. By 
contrast, total taxable income 
for all taxpayers w-as 546.8 
billion. (Total income before 
deductions was $73 billion.) 

That makes the $571 million 
in capital gains seem puny. 
Something else made it even 
punier the $286 million in 
capital losses reported in the 
same year. For those con¬ 
vinced that the rich only get 
richer, the following statistic 
will seem a confirmation: 
whale people with^ incomes 
over $25,000 accounted for 
almost half the capital gains, 
the same income group suf¬ 
fered only 38 per cent of capi¬ 
tal losses. However, those in 
that top income group who 
did suffer capital losses w'ere 
hit for an average of almost 
$7,000 each. The rest of the 
people reporting such losses 
averaged out at $1,700 each.

They're investing in food for doomsday

• How can yuu steep tonight when tomorrow you may 
have nothing to eat?" asks an advertisement for Sain Andy 
Foods, which claims to be the biggest dehydrated food com¬ 
pany in the United States. SamAndy shows * picture of a 
woman with an empty shopping trolley peering through the 
windows of a supermarket liberally plastered with ‘‘Sold 
Out" notices, and warns: “The time has come to buy life in¬ 
surance in I can." 

You would not know it from a glance at the crowded 
supermarket shelves, but famine is just around the comer for 
the affluent sooiety according to tlie scores of firms now mar¬ 
keting "survival foods.” Better get yours today, while sup¬ 
plies last, says another advertisement fiom Rainy Day 
Foods: ' Remember, ft wasn’t raining when Noah built tlie 
ark.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Thousands and thousands of Americans are listening to 
these gloom and doom warnings. Not just the nervous folk 
who fear a nuclear war, a Red takeover, or a revolution. 

The American Dream is falling apart in lean dramatic 
ways: there is a growing national anxiety about strikes and 
truckers’ walkouts that could halt the flow of food to the 
cities; about economic depression, causing massive unem¬ 
ployment; about the prophecies of scientists like Dr. Paul 
Ehrlich, tlie Stanford University biologist, who believes that 
the world population explosion is on the brink of causing huge 
famines, during which the U.S. will be expected to delve 
deeper into Its already depleted food stocks. 

In his latest book, The End of Affluence, Ehrlich advises 
people to stock up on food, water and warm clothes, and he 
supplies a list of companies like SamAndy which can help 
you build up your dried food hoard as "living insurance." 

★ + ★ 

Then there are those who are buying up these products as 
"wedible investments". Rainy Day says it has sold $40,000 
worth of dehydrated foods to a single customer who "plans to 
resell in four or five years for a big profit." 

Clyde Juchau, head of another prosperous new Califor¬ 
nian company. Neo-Life of America, says that foodstuffs he 
bought 18 months ago could now be sold at a 40 per cent prof¬ 
it, thanks to the catastrophe-buying boom. His firm’s volume 
has doubled in the six months he has been in business. "It's 


just gone wild." says Juchau. "No. 1 don't think it's simply a 
fad." 

The 30 or so companies in the held are all selling more or 
less the same "food plan", offering the individual sufficient 
dried food to keep him alive for however long he thinks the 
coming crisis is going to Iasi. The "U.S. ^'ood Corporation" 
for instance will sell you a 90-day supply for J123.90: a year's 
for $420 and a 15-month package for $515. ^ 

I . S. Fond Corporation turns out to bf a new subsidiary 
of the U.S. Silver Corporation of Van Nuys, California, a 
precious metals investment company. “Yon can’t eat gold 
and silver" says an executive. "The. way inflation is growing 
food is a helluva Investment. What’s so great is that even if 
yon never need ft*od insurance you can always eiit It.” 

★ * * 

Alw-ays? A friend who sampled some dried peanut butter 
mix on a biscuit said he still had not swallowed the stuff alter 
five minutes' hard chewing. A "burger” consisting chiefly of 
textured vegetable protein, however, was pronounced "quite 
edible." 

Water must be added to most of these products, some¬ 
times oil as well, before you can eat them. It is a vegetarian 
diet: grains, fruits, vegetables, packed into heavy-duty ena¬ 
melled cans with the oxygen pumped out to prevent spoilage. 

SamAndy boasts that "our Mini-Moisture food provides 
meals at less than 30 cents per meal-person" and the menu 
includes such dried delights as bacon bits, apple granules and 
tapioca, minute. A year’s supply will fit handily under a king- 
sized bed. 

Another firm offers ice-cream powder which survivors of 
the approaching Armageddon can mix with water and freeze 
while the nukes rain down, assuming that they have provided 
their own emergency generator.

Frecze-dricd luods are also available for those who plan 
to sit it out in style; a gallon can of shrimp for example at 
$35 a container: or a freeze-dried beefsteak, from Dixie 
Beehive Foods, a leading ‘’survival” marketeer which “actu¬ 
ally drips blood when reconstituted". 

* * * 

”A lot of |ieople who come to us won’t give their name*.” 
says Fred Hochherg. distributor of SamAndy foods in Orange 
t'ounty, home of Disneyland, Richard Nixon and the world’s 
first drive-in church. "They worry that if there really is a 
food crisis neighbors will know where to come." Requests are 
made for food to be shipped in unmarked Imxes. 

Rainy Day s vice-president. Rod Brower, tells of a Cali¬ 
fornian client who insisted that his large order he delivered 
at. 2 a.m. to a remote parking lot, where the truck driver 
would find payment in cash taped to a tree. “The cuv didn’1 
even want to be seen!" 

Getting ridiculous? The calamity caterers couldn’t care 
less. Business is fantastic, all distributors agree. A Salt Lake 
City firm says its annual sales have increased from about $10 
million in 1973 to a projected $40 million this year. Most other 
companies talk of sales tripling or quadrupling over the last 
year and a half, i.e. since mid-L973 when America was sud¬ 
denly struck by fuel and meat shortages. 

* * * 

Fred Hochberg of SamAndy says that when it was report¬ 
ed recently that the Los Angeles police force was training of¬ 
ficers to cope with possible "fond riots” he had a struggle to 
get through his own office door next day ‘‘there were so 
many people lined up outside. " 

Some llirnis process the raw materials themselves, buy¬ 
ing, say, a 100-pound bag of grain for $20 turning that into 25 
cans of the product at $4 each or $100. Smaller businesses 
simply purchase cans of processed fowls in hulk and resell by 
mail order at a markup of 10 f»er cent or more. 

Who Is buying? Singer Pal Boone for one. Boone, who 
often appears with evangelisl Billy Graham on Id* ’’Crusade* 
for Christ" is a convinced hoarder who ’Stars” In an IX 
minute film boosting tlie products of Ever-Ready Food 
Reserve of Los Angeles, a firm which advertises on television 
with a telephone number, then follows through with a visit to 
the caller’s home. There a salesman will show the film, with 
Boone saying he’d share HIS store with neighbor* in a crisis. 

At first conservative. John Birch Society types were the 


keenest customers lor this sort of thing, Jbut the times tfiey 
are a-changing. "Now we get many more rational, moderate 
people who simply believe there’s big trouble ahead.” says 
one southern California salesman. 

“Marina del Rey and other yacht harbors along the coast 
are full of people liuarding food on their yachts — and guns 
too - ready to take off when it really hits. We’ve already had 
our first food riot. Remember what happened when die 
Hearsts tried that free-food giveaway in San Francisco after 
the SLA kidnapped Patty? Th*e people weren’t kidding 
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around ’They needed that stuff. So now many thoughtful, 
middle-class Americans see more social turmoil, maybe riots 
in the streets, and they’re planning ahead."

Scare talk? Of course, says social psychologist Dr. Rich¬ 
ard Evans, of the University of Houston. "These things come 
and go in cycles. In the eauly 1960s it was fall-out shelters." 
Others point out that food hoarding is an old syndrome 
bimight up to date. < 

The Mormon church has been telling its members to keep 
a one-year supply on hand in case of famine since 1830. Per 
ma-Pak, a big supplier of survival foods to the Mormons, 
used to he in the fallout shelter business too before that 
market faded away. 

Now the firm points nut that water could be the mosl 
valuable item of all, since you cannot prepare dry foods 
without it. Perma-Pak’s five-gallon plastic container is selling 
well. Bui a spokesman for Ever-Ready Food Reserve says 
lhe answ er is to drink your water-bed. "They hold up to 3,000 
[Kiunos of water enough for a year.”

There’s complete peace in world Toronto firm follows suit 
for first time since 1931, but... 


By DON COOK, from GENEVA 

On the 30th anniversajy of the end of the Second World 
War and the first time the world has known complete peace 
since 1931, tlie current international diplomatic scene is 
paradoxically in something of a shambles. Not a single rrra.jor 
international negotiation is going well, or promises any early 
results or successful outcome. 

Here in Geneva, a city of lost causes and occasional 
successes, one conference after another is producing little but 
stalemate, deadlock or dead-ended discussions. Nor is the sit¬ 
uation any more encouraging outside Geneva — the Middle 
Easit, the Cyprus problem, die future of Northern Ireland, In¬ 
ternational ail negotiations, food, raw materials, monetary or 
energy talks. 

This w'eek. tlie U.S.-Soviet Strategic Anns Limitation 
Talks (SALT III went into recess for four weeks to enable tlie 
two delegations to go home and work out new negotiating in¬ 
structions on tlie problem of turning last October’s Vladivos¬ 
tok agreement between President Ford and Soviet Leader 
Leonid Brezhnev into treaty language. 

There is no question, of course, of the negotiations break¬ 
ing down or being suspended, but the SALT negotiations have 
reached an impasse which is repeated in practically every 
other big negotiation currently in progress. 

Along with SALT, the European Conference on Security 
and Co-operation has suddenly swung into a tough stance and 
no-progress phase, with the Soviets digging in on any further 
concessions or negotiating progress, and the Western powers 
digging in equally hard in advance of the end-of-May summit 
meeting of tlie North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The Law of the Sea Conference which has been in session 
here for seven weeks will wind up today in as close to a 


shambles as * conference can be without collapsing com¬ 
pletely. It has been unable to agree on anything, except thai 
the subject is too important to abandon. And so it will meei 
again, probably in New York in April, for another try. 

There was a preliminary preparatory meeting on Law' of 
the Sea in Geneva in 1973. and then two months of unsuccess¬ 
ful negotiation in Caracas, Venezuela, in May-June of 1974. 
but nobody now sees agreement before 1977 or even later. 

The world trade negotiations under the General Agree¬ 
ment on Trade and Tariffs (GATT) has hit a snag over how 
to include agricultural products in the talks which opened for¬ 
mally two months ago. 

This is a triangular problem involving the United States, 
the European Common Market and the Agricultural produc¬ 
ing countries, and although it comes up time and again in 
■almost every trade negotiation or economic conference held 
in the world, it simply seems to get more difficult to resolve. 
How do you trade off advantages for agricultural products 
and advantages for manufactured products? How do you 
negotiate? That’s the current GATT deadlock 

In Vienna, the East-West Mutual Balanced Force Reduc¬ 
tion talks (MBFRl between NATO and tlie Warsaw Part are 
in recess after 18 months of no progress. 

In Paris. President Valery Giscard d’Estaing is talking 
somewhat wistfully of reviving "at an appropriate moment" 
France’s initiative to organize a major conference of oil 
_ producing and oil consuming nations which bogged down 
last month because of the insistence of the producers of talk¬ 
ing about a host of other raw materials as well. 

With tty; guns now silent everywhere in Mhe world, the 
day of the diplomats should be at hand. There is rcrtainly no 
dearth of problems waiting to be solved.

Ho metoivners ’ 57 th concert 

They get feet tapping

.For 30 years Fred. Usher 
and his Hoinetowners have 
been entertaining Greater 
Victorians with their nostalgic- 
beat. 

The group got together in 
October 1943, when men 
coming home from the Second 
World War were starting to 
think about careers in Civvy 
Street. 

This week the Hometowners 
gave their 57th concert for the 
patients in Royal Jubilee's 
Memorial Pavilion, formerly 
the Veterans’ Hospital. 
w The patients, along with 
some family members and 
friends, sang along with the 
music, tapped their feel and 
made requests for old favor¬ 
ites. 


One of the patients, Alex 
Macintyre, who has attended 
many of the two-a-year con-" 
certs, stomped his feet, sang 
out loud and clear and, from 
time to time, used his cane as 
a baton or a mock violin bow. 

All that animation and en¬ 
joyment seemed to belie his 
age — 90 next month and 
the fact he is almost blind. 

Macintyre was just one of 
those who were caught up in 
the music. Ernie Cassels, rec¬ 
reation officer for the hospi¬ 
tal, and his wife Jean, sang 
along with everybody else. 

And as one of the staff 
stepped off the nearby eleva¬ 
tor she broke into a dance 
step in time with the music. 

"It puts everybody in a* 
party mood,” said Cassels. 


There are five of the origi¬ 
nal band still with it — Ernie 
Fullerton on accordion, Geoff 
Venables on violin, Bill Botten 
on bass, Bob McGill, vocal, 
and Fred Usher, vocal and 
guitar. 

Ron Draper on drums and 
pianist Ernie Hackett have 
been with the Hometowners 
about eight years, Usher said. 

The group has played to 
thousands of patients and el¬ 
derly people over the years in 
homes, hospitals, at the 
CNIB, the Solarium and other 
institutions.

OLYMPIA, Wash. iA<P> 
Prohibition of large oil 
tankers in Puget Sound waa 
added to a tug-escort bill in 
the a s h i n g t o n senate 
Wednesday, much to the sur¬ 
prise of oil company lob¬ 
byists. 

Sponsored by Senator John 
Cunningham of Seattle the 
amendment, approved 25 to 
21, would prohibit oil tankers 
in excess of 62,000 deadweight 
tons from entering Puget 
Sound. 

The amendment would also 
require a tug escort for all 
tankers between 20,000 and 
62,000 deadweight tons. The 
original bill required escorts 
for ships in excess of 50,000 
tons. 

Cunningham distributed a 
piece of plastic sandwich 
wrap with each copy of the 
amendment so opponents 
“could see clearly” that a 
60,000-ton oil tanker, if it 
spilled its cargo, would 
spread a layer of oil 20 times 
as thick as the plastic over all 
of Puget Sound. 

“One spill is enough to kill 
the shellfood and seafood in¬ 


dustry” in the state. Cun¬ 
ningham said. ”Wc are not 
going to put out a fore-sale 
sign tm Puget Sound." 

“You are well bent on pour¬ 
ing the baby out with the 
bathwater,” said Senator Sam 
Guess, (R—Spokane). “What 
we’re doing is saying to in¬ 


dustry. stay away fmm 
Washington state.' ” 

But Senator John Murray. 
(R Seattle) said statistics in¬ 
dicating that six ships out of 
every 1,000 have accidents is 
"an awfully good reason” to 
put restrictions on their ac¬ 
cess to inland waters.

The judge 
ruled the cases applied to 
Presley’s contract. 

Presley had signed a con¬ 
tract to pay $1.5 million for 


the Boeing 707 jetliner, which 
is equipped with 5750.000 
worth of penthouse-style fur-

Vesco, 39, has been living in 
Costa Rica since 1972 to es¬ 
cape prosecution by U.S.

Nixon. 

John McLaughlin, the bank¬ 
ruptcy attorney who lias 
been trying to sell the jet for 
over a year, filed papers in 
court Thursday turning it 
over to Pan American air¬ 
ways for $700,000 in back 
debts. 

McLaughlin said he would 
appeal Kimmelman’s order, 
but he said he was through 
with efforts* to sell the plane 
and wanted 1o wash his hands 
of the whole affair. 

Kimmelman had ruled April 
18 that Presley was obliged to 
follow through on his con¬ 
tract. 

Also in Newark, a judge 


ruled Thursday Vesco pay 
over $5.5 million in damages 
because he exploited an ailing 
mutual fund conglomerate in 
1972. 

Superior Court Judge Melvin , 
Antell awarded the damages j 
to International Overseas 
Ltd., a Swiss firm which the 
federal government claims 
was “looted” to the tune of 
$224 million by Vesco and 
eight associates.

That night, as he 
tried to retrieve the uniform 
from a laundromat drying 
machine while it was still 
working, his arm was caught 
by the whirling drum and se¬ 
vered between elbow and 
shoulder. 


A surgical team at Van¬ 
couver General Hospital 
began reattaching the limb 
within an hour of the ac¬ 
cident, and by early Wednes¬ 
day had finished the compli¬ 
cated job of rejoining bone, 
blood vessels and nerves. 

“Warmth has returned to 
the arm and there is a pulse in 
the wrist,” one of the two sur¬ 
geons who operated said 
Wednesday night.

If about 100 members of 
Victoria Rotary International 
went-to lunch at the Empress 
Hotel Thursday expecting to 
hear that greedy union 
members and managements 
are the root cause of present- 
day inflation rates, they were 
given a surprise. 

Food is the culprit, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Len Laudadio. a 
professor who heads the Eco¬ 
nomics Department at the 
University of Victoria. 

"During the period from the 
last quarter of 1972 to the end 
of 1974, the cost of living rose 
about 20 per cent," Laudadio 
said. "During the same period 
the cost of food rose 40 per 
cent." 

There was little doubt in the

mind of the speaker that the 
rise in food prices accounts 
for most of the inflation in 
Canada. 

"Consider this." he said. 
"The average Canadian fami¬ 
ly spends about 25 per cent of 
its income on food. This 
means that if wages and in¬ 
dustrial prices remained the 
same during this period 
(1972-74), this increase in the 
price of food would have al¬ 
lowed a 10 per cent increase 
in price levels. 

"To get only a 10 per cent 
increase in the price level 
would have meant that most 
of the professional and busi¬ 
ness people would have been 
satisfied w'ith the same 
prices. The unions would have 
been satisfied to accept a nat¬ 
ural decrease in their living 
standards and the government 
would have been engaged in 
natural government ixdicies. 

"But it is impossible to ex¬ 
pert lawyers not to charge 
more, for doctors nol to 
charge more and union people 
to not ask for more, and ev¬ 
erybody else to charge less 
for their services to be com¬ 
pensated for the loss in real 
purchasing power caused by 
increases in the price of 
goods. 

"Now' if you allow the 
unions, the professional peo¬ 
ple and everybody else to 
simply maintain the purchas¬ 
ing power that; was eroded 
simply because of the in¬ 
crease in the price of food, 
then the maintenance of that 
purchasing power will ac¬ 
count for between 70 and 80 
per cent of the total increase 
in the price increase. 

"So virtually'14 to 16 points 
of that 20 per cent increase 
can be accounted for in the 
price of food." 

I^audadio added: 

"I'm not blaming unions, 
I’m nol blaming businessmen. 
Who’s responsible?" ’ 

He dismissed the Arabs as 
> the cause of inflation. 

"It’s the price of food. Why 
did it go up?” he asked. 

The professor said to set 
aside the infamous Russian 
wheat deal made by former 
U.S. President Nixon that was 
an attempt to win Russian 
friendship but which at the 
same time eliminated the U.S. 
inventory. 

, But he zeroed in on the ag¬ 
riculture policies of both the 
U.S. and Canadian govern¬ 
ments, citing in particular Ca¬ 
nadian minister Eugene Whe¬ 
lan’s L.I.F.T. (Lower Invento¬ 
ry For Tomorrow! plan that 
not only lowered but wiped 
oul the Canadian farm inven¬ 
tory. 

"In Whelan’s latest paran¬ 
oic outburst, he continued to 
blame unions and business for 
the increase in inflation, then 
added that Canadian families 
should be spending 40 per 
cent of their incomes on food 
just the same way that 
families were spending 40 per 
cent of their incomes on food 
40 years ago. Forty years ago 
very few people had two pairs 
of shoes," the professor said. 
Laudadio again repeated

Keynote speaker Thursday 
was Dr. George Creamer of 
New York, senior vice- 
president and director of mar¬ 
keting in pulp and paper prod¬ 
ucts for ITT Rayonier Inc. 

Creamer brought forth 
some big figures in his 
address which outlined some 
of the fusibilities in the total 
utilization concept. He pointed 
out that the U.S. uses about 14 
billion cubic feet of wood an¬ 
nually in everything from toi¬ 
let paper to houses but still 
manages to leave alxwl 10 bil¬ 
lion cubic teel of unused 
wood, in various forms, in the 
forests after the harvesting is 
done. 

The Rayonier executive 
gave examples of some of the 
things his company is doing to 
use more of the harvested 
tree. He said that in the new' 
sulphite mill in Quebec, for 
instance, Ihe whole tree 
branches and all is hauled 
to the mill yard where it is 
delimhed and barked. What 
doesn't make chips is used for 
fuel. He added that in the U.S. 
south, even the roots are 
sometimes used. 

Creamer said that large 
amounts of capilal are needed 
in the forest industry to reach 
higher levels of utilization. Hp 
cited a New York Times es¬ 
timate thal about NiiO billion 
worth of capital will he need¬ 
ed in the pai>er industry in the 
next 10 years, adding that the 
total worth of the entire in¬ 
dustry in Ihe U.S. today is 
only $10 billion. 

Conference Secretary Trea¬ 
surer Carroll Mercer said that 
there was always a good 
number of Canadian partici¬ 
pants jn the meetings. He es¬ 
timated that more than 30 
were attending this year. 

A. W. Rafter, Vancouver, of 
Crown Zelierbach Canada, in 
his address of welcome Thurs¬ 
day morning, said that there 
is no 49th Parallel so far as 
trees are concerned.

Sabres now stand by to find 
out whether their opponents in 
the final will be the three- 
year-old New York Islanders 
or the eight-year-old Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers, who won the 
Stanley Cup last spring. 

Sabres, who scored their 
first three victories on home 
ice. merited their Montreal 
win. But Thursday’s was a 
strange game, and all their 
goals came when Canadiens 
were applying pressure. And 
all were the result of alert 
hustle which cashed in on 
Montreal errors. 

Canadiens opened fast and 
had a 13-4 edge in shots after 
almost 13 minutes of play. 
But they also had a 1-3 deficit, 
and the Sabres were begin¬ 
ning to believe they might be 
able to avoid a seventh game. 

Goalkeeper Ken Dryden, 
w'ho didn’t have one of his 
better games, made an unnec¬ 
essary gamble to make the 
first Buffalo goal possible.

Champion of amateurism 
Avery Brundage is dead

GARMISCH - PARTENK1R- 
CHEN, Germany (APi 
Avery Brundage, the Ameri¬ 
can multi-millionaire who for 
20 controversial years as 
president of the International 
Olympic Gtmmittee fought 
unswervingly for purity in 
sports and amateurism in 
world athletic competition, 
died in this Bavarian village 
Thursday night. He xvas 87. 

Brundage stepped down as 
head of the IOC in 1972 after 
the Summer Olympic Games 
at Munich, Germany, hut re¬ 
mained as honorary president 
of the committee. 

Death came at a district 
hospital here. 

In Santa Barbara. Calif., 
friends and former business 
associates of Brundage said 
they had been informed that 
he suffered a heart attack. 

Brundage's first involve¬ 
ment with the Olympic 
Games t ame in 1912 when he 
went to Stockholm as a 
member of the United Stales 
team and competed in the 
pentathlon and decathlon. By 
1929. ho xvas president of the 
US. Olympic Committer, 
holding that office until 1935. 

In 1936 he xxas named to the 
IOC a self-perpetuating 
group that sets the rules and 
regulations for the quadren- 
n i a 1 athletic competition 
among many of the xvorld’s 
nations, and he became its 
president in 1952. 

' There are only two kinds 
of competitors,” Brundage 
said in his final speech to the 
IOC’ at Munich in August, 
1972. ’’Those free and in¬ 
dependent individuals who are 
interested in sports for sports' 
sako. and those in sports for 
financial reasons. Olympic 
glory is for amateurs.” 

A graduate engineer from 
the University of Illinois. 
Brundage. a native of Detroit, 
entered the construction field 
shoilly after 1909 when he re¬ 


ceived his decree. He soon 
had his own firm and quickly 
amassed a fortune. 

He was-a wealthy man at the 
time of the 1929 Wall Street 
crash, hut was one man who 
didn’t lose his fortune. In fact, 
he actually increased his hold¬ 
ings during the Depression, 


starting out by accepting an 
interest! in the buildings hp 
had constructed and eventual¬ 
ly gaining control of many 
valuable properties. 

As his fortune mounted, 
Brundage was able to indulge 
in his passion for amateur 
athletics.

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Bluobacks in the three to four pound bracket and coho 
grilse in the two to three-pound bracket — just about every¬ 
where and on just about any lure. That is the happy word 
from up-Island fishing reports. 

That makes a bright outlook for anglers looking ahead to 
the weekend. 

John Ebert of the Rustic Motel at Campbell River says 
the young coho in that area are between two and a half and 
three and a half pounds and are being taken on the surface or 
with two ounces of weight. Best areas have been the Bell 
Buoy at the outer kelp, Shelter Point and the Cape Mudge 
lighthouse. 

Off Bates Beach there has been a lot of shrimp fry, so 
any lure that has pink or red in it has been getting coho in 
the three to four-pound class. A Comox Special pink, green 
and white, and an orange, red and white bucktail has been 
taking them. 

From Comox waters comes more reports of good blue¬ 
backing with shrimp-colored Tom Mack spoons and fluores¬ 
cent or silver bomber plugs the best lures. Flashtails. on 
dodgers, and fished with two ounces of weight have been tak¬ 
ing them. 

It has been windy in Qualicum Bay — Row'ser waters, but 
when boats could get out they have been getting blues on 
small bronze or copper spinners. 

From Northwest Bay and Nanoose comes the encourag¬ 
ing report that it is the hatcheries that are creating the ex¬ 
cellent coho fishing. Anglers are picking up good numbers of 
nose-marked and tagged salmon among the catches. Best 
lures in that area have been the Andy Thomas Orange Squid, 
Henry Smith spoons, Pink and Pearl Tom Ma<ck spoons, and 
Radiant Bloody Mary flies. In the Woodward’s Derby last 
w eekend, 108 fish were weighed in, the heaviest 9:14-pounds.

Fishing has been fair in Sansum Narrows and Maple Bay 
waters, but anglers have had to go real deep. 

In lower Island waters, Saanich Inlet remains the most 
productive spot for salmon anglers — 441 boats checked at 
the weekend recording 238 jack chinooks, 150 coho grilse, 126 
Chinooks and 172 chinook grilse for a 1.5-fish-a-boat average. 

Oak Bay waters have been producing, particularly off 
Constance Banks. 

Most productive tipof-the-Island spot has been off Becher 
Bay, with the run along the tide-rip from Aldridge Point to 
Beechey Head most productive for the fair-sized chinooks. 

Strip and 70 to 100 feet of line with one to two pounds of 
weight has been best combination. 

Albemi Inlet at the entrance and out into Barkley Sound 
has been good for big chinooks averaging 15 to 20 pounds, 
with Rainey Bay one of better si>ots. 

Strip Teaser, whole herring and anchovy have been best 
lures, and anglers have been fishing at 15 to 20 feet in the 
early morning and 60 feet in the afternoon and evenings with 
eight to sixteen ounces of weight.

Freshwater fishing is now about as good as it ever will 
be. 

Almost all lakes are good bets, many rivers still have 
steelhead, and cutthroat trout are taking minnow flies as they 
feed on the newly-emerged salmon fry at the river estuaries. 

Cowichan River has given up some extra-large browns, 
with worm, a small Stewart spoon and Deadly Dicks good 
lures. 

Elk Lake and Quamichan Lake have been good, and a 
Flatfish or single egg has been taking them in Shawnigan 
Lake. 

In Great Central and Sproat Lakes, trout have been taken 
up to four pounds. On C'.reat Central Camp, Nine and Brown’s 
Creek have been good areas on Flatfish and worms.

Junior leagues merge, 
assume role of agent

KITCHENER (CP) - Of¬ 
ficials from Canada's three 
major junior leagues an¬ 
nounced Thursday agreement 
on a construction making the 
Canadian Major Junior Hock¬ 
ey League a legal entity. 
Then, they put forth proposals 
for an escalating fee scale 
that will cost pro clubs extra 
money if they wish to sign a 
junior before his eligibility ex¬ 
pires. 

The new league — incorpo¬ 
rating the Western Canada 
Hockey League, the Ontario 
Hockey Association Major 
Junior A series and the Que¬ 
bec Major Junior Hockey 
League — will ask for a stan¬ 
dard contract for all major 
players until they are 21 
years of age. 

The new group hired Joe 
Kane to draw up the constitu¬ 
tion, and the Toronto lawyer 
announced a system -of pro¬ 
posed payments that will go 
higher if the pro clubs — the 
National Hockey League and 
World Hockey Association — 
want to negotiate and sign a 
player before he is 21. 

The CMJHL will also at¬ 
tempt to get the NHL and 
WHA to sit down at what Kane 
calls a “common auction’’ — 
a drafting program where the 
rival leagues will choose draft 
choices alternately, then go

back to their respective teams 
with the allotment. 

In effect the CMJHL is at¬ 
tempting to get rid of the 
agent, and will he acting as 
sole agent for their players. 

Clarence “Tubby" 
Schmalz, commissioner of the 
OHA Major League, said the 
main thrust of the new league 
is that they will be charging 
one fee for negotiating rights 
to the players and a higher fee 
if the player is taken out of 
junior hockey. 

The new league, under cer¬ 
tain circumstances, will allow 
some players to return to the 
junior league for further dev¬ 
elopment, even after they are 
signed to a pro contract. 

Under the new league’s con¬ 
stitution, a player who is 
drafted by a pro team could 
go to training camp, play five 
regular-season games, then 
return to the junior league — 
at an additional cost. 

At the end of the CMJHL 
season, the player — if the 
pro club thought he was good 
enough — could return to help 


the club that signed him in 
post-season playoffs. % 

The escalating fee scale 
goes something like this: 

• A 20-year-old player will 
get the new league $3,000 just 
for the right to negotiate with 
him. The team that drafts 
him will have one year to sign 
him. at which time he’ll be¬ 
come a free agent. 

• If they sign the 20-year- 
old, the pro club must pay the 
CMJHL $10,000. As soon as 
the player competes in 25 pro 
games, the club must pay the 
CMJHL an additional $10,000. 

• It’ll cost pro clubs 
$20,000 just to negotiate for a 
19-year-old. If the player is 
taken out of junior hockey, 
the team owes the CMJHL 
$40,000. As soon as he plays in 
25 pro games, an additional 
$10,000 must be paid. 

• The league is asking 
$20,(XX) from the pro leagues 
to negotiate with an 18-year- 
old. If they take him out of 
junior hockey, the pro team 
must pay $80,000. If they feel 
he isn’t good enough to play

Kane said after a news con¬ 
ference Thursday that the 
common drafting process will 
put the NHL an WHL on a 
par, and eliminate some of 
the high salaries being paid 
in the current bidding year. 

Kane said the proposed rule 
will ensure that if a pro team 
thinks an 38-year-old is good 
enough to play in the pros im¬ 
mediately, they’ll sign him 
and play him. If they don’t 
then it will cost the pro club 
more to keep the player in the 
major junior league, develop¬ 
ing for the day he can make it 
in the big leagues. 

Whether the new league 
operates under the Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association 
is a matter yet to be decided 
by the CMJHL’s governors. 

Under the current system, 
the CAHA give development 
fees it receives from the pros 
to the three major junior 
leagues. The CMJHL would 
now receive the money direct¬ 
ly from the pros and then de¬ 
cide how much money to give 
back to the CAHA, if it wished 
to do so.

Continuing yesterday's dis¬ 
cussion on the thinning-out of 
young veritable plants in the 
rows, I think I should jx>int 
out that the ideal conditions 
for the thinning operation are 
when the plants are dry and 
the soil moist but not wet. 

The plants don't come up 
cleanly out of dry soil, while 
the handling of the stems and 
leaves of young plants while 
wet is an almost surefire way 
to spread all kinds of plant 
diseases through the crop. 

You encounter these ideal 
conditions a few hours after a 
gentle rain, for instance. Or 
when rain isn’t opportune, 
jxxir a thin stream of water 
gently over the soil without 
wetting the plants foilage. 


characteristic odor can at¬ 
tract these pests. 

The lawn mowings mulch, 
as mentioned yesterday, is 
helpful in discouraging these 
pests.

large enough to handle. 

There is one variety called 
Mono Germ which behaves 
more like the conventional 
seeds, giving only one plant 
I>er seed. 


Kohlrabi should be boiled or 
steamed, and served when 
tender with butter, salt and 
pepper, or with sour cream, 
or with a cream sauce, but 
they MUST be pulled young. 

If left in the ground too 
long, they become hard and 
woody, and with a strong, un¬ 
pleasant flavor. 

This vegetable is very sensi¬ 
tive to root disturbance in its 
early period of growth, and 
thinning should be done with 
special care to avoid any 
movement in the plants which 
are allowed to remain in the 
row. 


Like lettuce, those little 
white table turnips, so good 
either cooked or sliced thinly 
raw into salads, should be 
thinned to two-inch intervals 
in their seedling stage. 

A few weeks later, every 
second plant may be pulled 
and eaten while very young 
and tender. 

As with beets, the leaves of 
these little turnips are as 
good or better than spinach as 
boiled greens, and the leaves 
of these little fellows, re¬ 
moved in the thinning opera¬ 
tion, are especially tender and 
tasty. 


Leave a spacing of two 
inches between the beet see¬ 
dlings, and a few weeks later 
you can pull the alternate 
plants and use them as boiled 
greens. 

The next thinning will give 
you a feed of baby beets, ei¬ 
ther for immediate eating or 
for canning, leaving the rest 
to grow on to normal size. 

Brussels sprouts should be 
thinned to stand two feet 
apart. This spacing looks 
enormous when the plants are 
tiny, but as the young plants 
have no value when pulled, 
there is no point in thinning 
them by stages, as with boets 
and lettuce.

After the intervening plants 
are pulled up, firm the dis¬ 
placed soil carefully with the 
fingers or with the heel of the 
hand before leaving the row. 

This is particularly impor¬ 
tant in the case of carrots and 
onions, as loose and disturbed 
soil is an open invitation to 
the carrot rust fly and the 
onion maggot fly to deposit 
their maggot eggs. 

For the same reason, pick 
up and either bury or compost 
ail the thinnings before their 


Beets are another crop that 
requires very early thinning, 
but this time for a different 
reason. 

What appears to be a single 
beet seed is actually a cluster 
containing anywhere from 
three to seven seeds, and for 
each "seed” that you sow, 
you’ll get several plants com¬ 
ing up. 

No matter how carefully 
you space out your seeds, the 
seedlings will always be over- 


Kohlrabi, which I prefer to 
turnips, require a spacing of 
nine inches eventually, but 
here again the thinning can 
be done on the instalment 
plan. 

First time over, leave the 
plants 4Vi inches apart, then 
thin again when the swollen 
lower stems are about the 
size of tennis balls, eating the 
thinnings.

While the plants are small, 
the intervening spaces in the 
row may be used to take a 
quick crop of radishes, or 
green onions from onion sets, 
or anything that will grow' 
quickly and be harvested and 
eaten by the time the sprouts 
need all that elbow room.

WASHINGTON — If Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller keeps it up, he could become 
America’s greatest vice president since 
Spiro Agnow.

At 
least you knew who to blame when the 
stuff didn’t work. 


that the stuff is really chicken), is the 
last of a declining breed in corporate 
explicitness. 

It seems odd indeed that while com¬ 
panies are forced to tell us more and 
more about what goes into their prod¬ 
uct, the maker itself retreats further 
and further into oorporate and geo¬ 
graphic anonymity. 

In the olden days, even the enter¬ 
tainment provided by these proud man¬ 
ufacturers carried the full name of the 
company: who of my faltering genera¬ 
tion can fail to recall such radio pro¬ 
grams as The Cliquot Club Eskimos, 
Harry Horlick and His A. and P. Gyp¬ 
sies, or Bill Jones and Ernie Hare, 
We’re the Interwoven Pair"? 


Speaking of "team names” as 1 was 
the other day — now in tennis and soon 
in tournament bridge — reminded mp 
that some 170 U.S. companies changed 
their names last year alone. 

There is even a company that ad¬ 
vises companies on change of name 
a marketing and communications con¬ 
sultant "specializing in corporate no¬ 
menclature problems." 

What is happening, according to 
these name specialists, is a rise in 
"coined” names (i.e., names that have 
absolutely no meaning) and of initials:

BANGKOK Phnom Penh 
is a dead city, silent and 
empty. The doors of town 
houses have been forced and 
gape open, revealing ravaged 
interiors. The shop windows 
have been smashed. There is 
no traffic on the main streets, 
except for the occasional bicy¬ 
cle pedalled by a soldier 
wearing the Red Khmer 
checked headscarf and carry¬ 
ing a Chinese rifle. 

About two million people 
vanished from the city in five 
days, ordered out to the rice- 
paddies of the ’‘liberated 
/.ones.” Private cars were 
abandoned’ anywhere, on the 
pavements and in the middle 
of the streets, all four doors 
hanging open. The streets 
were littered with broken 
crockery, tires, mopeds and 
furniture. Lorries were im¬ 
mobilized, with their wheels 
unbolted and used as jacks 
under the axles. 

In front of the railroad sta¬ 
tion — now destroyed — in 
the city centre. I saw 500 Red 
Khmer soldiers drawn up in 
eight ranks for 10 minutes’ 
silent meditation before the 
“stuppa,” said to contain a 
relic of Buddha. Loud¬ 
speakers played traditional 
music. At the head of each 
rank stood an officer, stiff- 
backed and solemn-faced. It 
was 6 o’clock in the morning. 


Across Cambodia, spectacles of desolation 


Young soldiers started lo 
come out of their comman¬ 
deered apartments. Some 
w'ere sweeping up, with their 
rifles on their shoulders. They 
did not talk. They did not 
smile. Others were lighting a 
fire on the pavement. 

The subiubs presented die 
same spectacle of desolation. 
The straw huts of refugees 
had been pulled down. The 
university was empty. Sol¬ 
diers ^iad made their beds in 
the road.

borhood had been burned 
down. 

At Pochcntong village, near 
the airport, the market had 
been burned. The walls of the 
houses were riddled with ma¬ 
chine-gun bullets. The streets 
were filthy. Like Phnom 
Penh, this little village had 
also been totally evacuated. 

On the road south, past Po- 
chentong, a J$w refugee 
stragglers were straining at 
the handles of their laden 
carts, but the roadsides start¬ 
ed to be dotted with small ev¬ 
eryday art ides which refu¬ 


gees from the city had found 
to be dispensable after all. 
Seeing machines became 
more numerous, then the elec¬ 
tric fans started ... a few 
folding beds . . then 
hundreds of cars. 

When the first order to 
evacuate the city was given, 
many left by car, but six 
miles outside Phnom Penh, in 
the middle of the countryside, 
drivers were told to abandon 
their cars and take only a 
strict minimum of goods with 
them. At first the vehicles 
lined the roadside, then as the 
road reached agricultural 


areas they were pushed into 
the rice paddies. 

Off the highways, in the 
dusty side-tracks, there were 
a few abandoned army trucks 
and li)5-mm howitzers which 
were starting to rust. In the 
ditches and fields lay 
hundreds of helmets, uni¬ 
forms and boots, the debris 
left by what remained of the 
Republican army as it tried to 
flee the enemy. 

Throughout recently liber¬ 
ated Cambodia, there were 
the same empty roads, 
burned villages and deserted 
countryside, where a few ow¬ 


nerless buffaloes grazed. Ev¬ 
erywhere there were ran¬ 
sacked huts, scattered papers, 
tom mattresses, broken furni¬ 
ture and bony, frightened 
dogs. Pifcs rooted for food in 
the gardens. 

Passing through the cities 
there was the same si¬ 
lence. Water and electricity 
had been cut off. The streets 
were empty. It was the same 
in Kompong Chhnang, Pursat 
and Battambang. 

Asked where the millions of

Vancouver Island’s com¬ 
mercial tomato crop will bp 
harvested three weeks later 
than usual this year and the 
yield’s will fall 10 pet* cent 
short of last year’s according 
to grower .lames Sing. 

"l^ast year wp began 
harvesting our crop in latp 
April, but the main harvest 
this year will not start for at 
leasi a week,” said Sing, who 
is vice-president of Western 
(ireenhou.se Growers’ .Co- 
Operative Association and 
partner in one of the Island's 
largpst tomato companies, 


Victoria H.vdro|»onir Farms 
Ltd. 

Tomatoes are ripening slow¬ 
ly this year because of an 
unusually cold spring, and in¬ 
creases in heating costs have 
deterred growers from raising 
the temperatures of their 
greenhouses, he said. 

The Victoria weather office 
reports 20 per cent fewer 
growing degree days this 
year than in 1974. These are 
days on which temperatures 
rise above 42 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. 

While in previous years 
growers compensated by him- 




ing up greenhouses heat, in¬ 
creases in fuel costs have now 
made it uneconomical: Sing 
said. 

The quality of this year’s 
crop will be equal to last 
year’s according to another of 
I he Island’s 30 commercial to¬ 
mato growers, but the yield is 
estimated to be only 2.5 mil¬ 
lion pounds compared with 2.8 
million pounds last year. 

Jerry Murray, president of 
the Vancouver Island Green¬ 
house Association said grow¬ 
ers do not anticipate any 
major pncp inc reases. The to¬ 
matoes whic h are sold mainly 
on the Island market.

Vitamin C can be harmful 


NEW YORK (UPI) 
Something new you should 
note about vitamin C. Ex¬ 
posed to air and moisture 
over a long time, the vitamin 
disintegrates into harmful 
substances. 

This is what a biochemist, 
Dr. I. J. Wilk of the Universi¬ 
ty of the Pacific in San Fran¬ 
cisco, reported at the 169th 
national' meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Chemical Society. 

His report was based on a 
three-year study of commer¬ 
cial vitamin C tablets exposed 
to such conditions. 

What happens is that the 
potency is cut in half in one 


year. In the process ascorbic 
acid — vitamin C — breaks 
down into different chemical 
compounds suspected of caus¬ 
ing diabetes and forming kid¬ 
ney stones. 

“There is no question that 
massive doses of commercial 
vitamin C tablets could be 
hazardous," Wilk reported. 

“Most people keep a big 
bottle of vitamin C tablets in 
the bathroom or the kitchen 
for a year or more. There the 
levels of humidity and tem¬ 
perature are high and the 
degradation of the vitamin is 
rapid.” 

Wilk purchased bottles of 
vitamin C tablets f r o m a 
local drug store and during 
the experiment kept one bot¬ 
tle in the refrigerator, the 
other at room temperature. A 
few times during a year he 
picked out a few' tablets and 


analyzed them to determine 
chemical composition. 

After one year, 54 per cent 
of the tablets in the refriger¬ 
ator remained in pure form 
The rest had broken down 
into different compounds. 

Tablets kept on the shelf 
degraded faster than tablets 
kept in the refrigerator. 

The tablets had a potency of 
100 milligrams. Wilk analyzed 
the commercial vitamin C 
tablets at the outset and found 
ascorbic acid makes up one- 
fourth of the tablet, which 
weighs 400 mg. 

The remaining material is 
“filler” composed of sugar, 
lactose, starch, dextrin, talc 
and magnesium stearate. 

“If you buy large quantities 
of vitamin C, it is advisable to 
transfer part to a small bottle 
for daily use and store the 
rest property sealed,” Wilk 
said. 


Incidentally, the most rapid 
degradation takes place in liq¬ 
uid. If you pulverize a tablet 
and sprinkle it into a drink, 
half of the ascorbic acid will 
break down into these other 
compounds in as short a time 
as 30 minutes, Wilk’s research 
showed. 

Once the can is opened, will 
these potentially harmful 
compounds be produced from 
the ascorbic acid? 

“We have no data on that,” 
Wilk said in an interview. 
"But it is something we 
should look into. 

Last question: "Would you 
drink a canned liquid that has 
been fortified with vitamin 
C?" 

He replied: “Short of ana¬ 
lyzing the liquid it is difficult 
to say. We know the sequence 

- vitamin C in liquid starts 
degrading immediately. In 
the natural product, like an 
orange, there is an inner sta¬ 
bilization - until you cut the 
orange. When you do, the vi¬ 
tamin C starts to degrade.

NEW YORK — "Women 
have served as a kind of so¬ 
cial weather vane in the 
winds of social change in our 
society as it relates to religion 
— in good times or in bad." 

And now that great stress is 
being placed on institu¬ 
tionalized religion and on 
those who fill religious roles, 
“women are most sensitively 
responding to these pres¬ 
sures.” 

So states a study of former 
nuns made by the National 
Sisters Vocation Conference 
of Chicago in an effort to sin¬ 
gle out the stress factors that 
have led thousands of reli¬ 
gious women to return to the 
mainstream of American life. 

A report on the importance 
of. stress in departures from 
religious communities was 
prepared by a nun, Sister 
Margaret Mary Modde, a stu¬ 
dent at the Catholic Universi¬ 
ty of America, and r. John P. 
Koval, chairman of the de¬ 
partment of sociology of De- 
Paul University. 

They cited statistics com¬ 
piled by the official Catholic 
Directory that show that nuns 
have been dropping out of 
their orders at a far more 
rapid — although much less 
publicized — rate than 
priests. 

A great deal has been said 
and written during the last 
few years about the ‘clergy 
crisis’ in this country,” the 
report said. “ ‘x-priest,’ ‘drop¬ 
out’ and ‘defector’ have be¬ 
come current, if not popular, 
discriptors for men who have 
chosen to leave the active 
ministry. 

“This issue, like many 
others in our culture, suffers 
from a decidedly male bias. 

"For in these times of 
‘crisis’ in religion the term 
female is usually heard only 
when a priest ’runs away’ to 
marry one — usually a nun! 
— or when ‘one of them’ 
wants to be — or is — or¬ 
dained into the traditionally 
male-dominated role.” 

Actually, the exodus from 
holy orders has been much 
greater among women than 
men. In the past, three times 
the number of women as men 
have committed themselves 
to a celibate life in the service 
of the church. There were 
about 180,000 nuns in the Unit¬ 
ed States in their peak year. 
1966, as compared with about 
60,000 priests in their peak 
year. 1967, the Catholic Direc¬ 
tory reports. 

Departures of women from 
orders has been much larger. 
While there has been a 5.6 per 
cent loss of priests since 1966, 
there has been a 21 per cent 


exodus of nuns during the 
same period. 

Moreover, while the number 
of seminarians has decreased 
by 55.5 per cent, the total of 
women entering novitiates 
has dropped by 81.2 per cent. 

These figures led to the sur¬ 
vey to try to find exactly what 
pressures lead to departure 
from religious service. A total 
of 1,402 responses showed that 
nuns have been going through 
a period of transition marked 
by many stresses. One of the 
most important has been the 
change of status of sisters 
within a church that itself has 
been changing radically as it 
has moved from being a total 
institution to one that is less 
dominating. 

Several basic reasons for 
leaving emerged in an analy¬ 
sis of the stresses under 
which sisters live. 

More than two-thirds com¬ 


plained of “personal-interper¬ 
sonal stress” such as loneli¬ 
ness, too much tension in the 
cloistered life, "an inability to 
be me,” personal insecurity 
and a lack of support and en¬ 
couragement from* their fel¬ 
lows. 

The second most important 
factor involved institutional 
stress, resulting from the 
"slow pace of change since 
Vatican II,” a lack of ade¬ 
quate social awareness in the 
religious community, a lack 
of adult decision making on 
the part of sisters and con¬ 
flicts with religious superiors. 

The responses in this cate¬ 
gory indicated that for the 
first time in centuries nuns 
have been closely examining 
not only themselves but their 
place in the religious life. 
This has led a great number 
to conclude that neutrality 
and obedience in decision 
making are no longer possible 
for them.

The Chinese approach to 
fish is to keep is as fresh-tast¬ 
ing and delicate as posable. 
Whether the Chinese deep-fry 
it, pan-fry it, simmer it, 
braise it or steam it, their 
aim is always the same — 
moist and tender flesh that 
neither clings too hard nor^ 
falls off the bone. 

The easiest to master of the 
various fish-cooking tech¬ 
niques is certainly steaming. 
A whole steamed fish takes 
little time to prepare, it’s 
easy to keep an eye on so it 
doesn’t overcook, and it can 
be served with a good variety 
of sauces - either to pour on 
or to dip the fish into as you 
eat. it. 

Finding or improvision a 
steamer is about the most dif¬ 
ficult part. A large wok fitted 
with a steaming rack, broiler 
rack or cake rack and a cover 
is perfect, but any large pot 
with cover, a deep roasting 
pan for instance, may be fit¬ 
ted with a rack for steaming. 
Or, if you have no rack, the 
fish may be steamed on a 
platter held above the water 
by a custard cup or small 
metal can. European fish- 
poachers also can be used if 
you have a rack or platter 
that will fit into one. 

You should try to find a pot 
large enough to hold the fish 
whole. The Chinese always 
serve fish whole. The Chinese 
always serve fish with both 
head and tail intact. It’s for 
l»th esthetic reasons — it 
looks good to the Chinese and 
the meat in the cheeks of the 
fish is rich and tasty — and 
because it’s bad luck to serve 
the fish without its ends, 
there’s a culinary reason, as 
well. When a fish is whole, it’s

If you want to cook the fish

Many types of fish are suit¬ 
able for steaming, except, of 
course, very large ones, 
which take too long to cook 
that way and don’t fit into a 
steamer easily anyway. 
Mackerel can be steamed to 
perfection in about eight min¬ 
utes and are delicious with 
the strong-flavored, black- 
bean or spicy-bean sauces 
below. A large 3- or 3*4- 
pound ish, such as sea bass, 
blackfish, bluefish or red snap¬ 
per will take 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes. 

It is usual to cook the fish 
only about 90 per cent in the 
steamer. At this point the 
flesh will be opaque but not 
dry, although it may cling to 
the bones a little too much. 
Once on the serving platter, 
however, the fish gets a dous¬ 
ing with either hot oil or a 
hot sauce that will cook it to 
its final point. 

One whole large fish is suf¬ 
ficient for four persons when 
served with soup, rice and a 
large dish of stir-fried vegeta¬ 
bles. A larger menu also 
might include a meat dish 
(beef or pork), a chicken dish 
or a noodle dish; then, count 
about six servings from a 
large fish. 

BASIC STEAMED FISH 

1 whole fish (about 3 to 3Vi 
pounds, sea bass, black- 
fish, bluefish, red snap¬ 
per) or several smaller 
fish 

*4 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon ginger, shred¬ 
ded fine 

1 scallion, shredded length¬ 
wise (white and light 
green only) 

Li cup vegetable oil 

1 to 2 tablespoons soy sauce 
Scallion curls for garnish 
Radish flowers for garnish. 

1. To score fish: Lay fish 
flat on a cutting board, hold¬ 
ing it firmly by the head (you 
may use a kitchen towel to 
get a firmer grasp). About an 
inch below the gills, make a 
deep slash to the bone, but do 
not cut through bone. (Head 
and tail may be cut off if nec¬ 
essary to make fish fit in 
pan). Continue making paral¬ 
lel slashes about V/» inches 
apart on both sides of the fish. 
Cut through to the bone, but 
not as deeply near the^tail. 

2. Fit a wok or improvised 
steamer with a rack. Pour in 
water so that waterlevel is 
an inch below the rack. Bring 
to a simmer. 

3. Sprinkle the incisions on 
both sides of fish with salt 
Place fish on rack in steamer 
and strew shredded ginger 
and scallions on the top. 


Cover and steam for 15 to 20 
minutes for large fish 8 to 10 
minutes for small or until fish 
is opaque but not dry. 

4. Meanwhile, heat the oil in 
a small pot. When fish is 
done, place it on a platter and 
pour the hot oil over it. Sprin¬ 
kle fish with soy sauce and 
serve garnished with scallion 
curls and radish flowers. 
Serve extra soy sauce for dip¬ 
ping. Makes about 4 servings. 

4 STEAMED FISH

1 tablespoon fermented black 
beans 

1 large clove garlic, chopped 
fine

9,000 troops 
‘use heroin'' 

WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
Dr. Robert Dupont, director

the house that his new Emer¬ 
gency Program Act would 
wipe out the existing Civil De¬ 
fence Act and replace it with 
legislation more fitting for the 
1970s. The old act was de¬ 
signed to give government 
strong powers in the event of 
an attack by a foreign power 

“I think we can get nd 
of the gas masks and tin hats 
now,” Hall said. “Basically 
what we have done is revamp 
die old language so that, we 
can deal with those disasters 
which befall modern commu¬ 
nities such as earthquakes, 
flood, and other natural dis¬ 
asters.” 

While most of the powers 
granted the province under 
the old legislation are re¬ 
tained, one extra power has 
been added. 

In the event of an emrr 
gency being declared the gov¬ 
ernment, under the new legis¬ 
lation, can “procure and fix 
the price of anything or any 
service in the province that, 
in the minister's opinion, is 
necessary to safeguard the 
public in a state of emer¬ 
gency.” 

The provincial cabinet de¬ 
cides when a state of emer¬ 
gency exists. 

The last time the Civil De¬ 
fence Act was invoked was 
1 during the Canadian Pacific 


ferry strike in the 1950s. a 
strike which^saw thegovern¬ 
ment declare \gjj^€mergency. 
That authority remainfc in the 
new act which permits the 
government to “do any 
act and take any measures 
and proceedings necessary to 
safeguard the peace, health, 
safety and welfare of the pub¬ 
lic.” 

While rarely used, the act 
provides the machinery for 
the government to take total 
and arbitrary control of the 
province in a state of emer¬ 
gency. 

It can: 


• Control or prohibit the 
travel of a person to, from or 
within the province. 

• Require any municipal¬ 
ity to put an emergency pro¬ 
gram into effect. 

• Take any steps required 
to maintain or restore essen¬ 
tial services. 


The new bill will come up 
for clause by clause discus¬ 
sion later in the session. 


Strachan ‘not rebuked ’ 
over tourist brochures 


Provincial Secretary Ernest Hall said 
Thursday there was no public rebuke of 
Transport Minister Robert Strachan in the 
government's about-face on tourist brochures 
on B.C. Ferries. 

* Last November Strachan negotiated * 
contract with Vancouver Island Tourist Ser¬ 
vices Ltd. to handle tourist brochures on a 
private basis with hotel, motel and other 
tourist-oriented businesses paying the com¬ 
pany up to 5240 a year for its services. 

Wednesday Hall announced that the origi¬ 
nal contract had been renegotiated and that 
brochures would again be displayed free on 
ferries and that Vancouver Island Tourist 


Services wtxuld be working for the provincial 
travel department for 575,000 a year. 

Thursday afternoon in the Legislature Don 
Phillips (SC—South Peace River) asked If it 
was usual for one cabinet minister to rebuke 
another in public. 

Hall answered that Phillips was wrong to 
suggest there had been any rebuke to Stra¬ 
chan. “It isn’t our policy to rebuke any¬ 
body,” he said. “The first contract negotiat¬ 
ed by the minister of transport was renego¬ 
tiated by me in consultation with the min¬ 
ister of transport. The old contract was can¬ 
celled.”

Effective hold-up plays are 
common at no-trumo con¬ 
tracts. Declarer refuses a 
trick until one opponent is out 
of the suit and then hopes to 
keep the other defender off 
leaa. At suit play, the play is 
not as common but when it 
shows up it can be just as 
effective and more dramatic. 
Witness today’s instructive 
example of a paralyzing hold¬ 
up play. 

west led the heart queen 
and it was make or break at 
trick one. The declarers who 
took the heart ace could no 
longer recover. If declarer 
led a trump. East would win 
and cash two quick hearts 
and one club for down one. 

If declarer tried three 
rounds of diamonds before 
playing trumps (the better of 
the two hopeless plays), East 
would ruff the tnird round. 
After that, the defense could 
manage down two by cashing 
a heart, the trump ace, 
another heart and the club 
ace. 

The winning declarer 
stymied the defense by refus¬ 
ing the ace at trick one. It 
was now the defense’s turn to 
search for hopeless solutions. 

If West continued a heart, 
declarer would win the ace, 
cross to his hand with a dia¬ 
mond and ruff his last heart. 
A club lead would cut defen¬ 
sive communications and he 
could later play trumps and 
lose only one trump, one 
heart and one club. 

If West led a trump to pre¬ 
vent a heart ruff, declarer 
could knock out East’s ace, 
draw trumps and then dis¬ 
card whatever losers he had 
left on dummy’s diamonds. 

As is so often the case, to¬ 
day’s hand was over as soon 
as declarer played to the first 
trick. If the ace was played

Immigration officials said

working fur a firm which 
lured him as a carpenter’* 
helper last fall. 

The officials said there was 
some confusion about dates in 
the case but Jenkins was 
known to have been convicted 
in 1970 in Tucson. Arizona, on 
a charge of smuggling mari¬ 
juana. 

They also said he arrived in 
Canada early in September. 
1973. at the Vancouver Inter¬ 


national Airport, where he 
told immigration authorities 
he was in the country as a 
visitor. 

The officials said their in¬ 
formation was that Jenkins 
was wanted in Lebanon. Ind.. 
for questioning about a double 
shooting believed to have oc¬ 
curred on a farm in the Indi¬ 
anapolis suburb. One man 
died and the other was 
seriously wounded. 

RCMP officers arrested 
Jenkins on authority’from the 
immigrat ion department. 
which had in turn received in¬ 
formation about Jenkins from 
the ROMP resulting from a 
credit check.

More policemen 
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4 not the answer’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) Re¬ 
cruiting more policemen to 
catch more criminals will not 
solve society’s problems, the 
RCMP’s second-highest-rank¬ 
ing officer in British Colum¬ 
bia said Wednesday. 

‘ There is nothing that can 
he cured by enforcement, per 
se — not a bloody thing,” As¬ 
sistant Commissioner Gordon 
Cunningham of Victoria told 
the convention of the Canadi¬ 
an Society for Industrial Secu¬ 
rity. 

"You may not agree with 
me practically nobody does 

but what I’m saying is you 
can’t cure any kind of a social 
problem with police enforce 
ment.” 1 

\o satisfaction 

Cunningham, who will re¬ 
tire in July after 35 years 
with the RCMP. said. "I arr. 
not leaving the force with 
much of a feeling of satisfac 
tion.” 

'Hie reason, he said, “is 
what is going on out there in 
the social order — it doesn't 
look very rosy.” 

And policemen, while doing 
as much as they can, “are not 
doing much really to correct 
it.” he said. 

"Freedom as we know it 
can’t survive if there is no 
morality in the society we 
are living in,” Cunningham 
said. “When I talk about mo¬ 
rality. lam talking abbtit peo¬ 
ple telling the truth, people 
being honorable, honest, hav¬ 
ing some backbone now and 
again to stand up and be 
counted. 

Then — bang 

“This is the sodiety where 
people say T do my own thing 
and I do it when I want to do 
it. And I don’t w'ant anyone 
getting in my way. When they 
do get in my way, then - 
bang — I get them out of my 
way.” 

About $150 million will be 
spent on policing, and adminis¬ 
tration of justice in B.C. this 
year, he said, and millions 
more will be spent by in¬ 
dustry and others on private 1 
security. 

"To put a rule of thumb on 
it, one half of the social order 
is stealing the other half ! 
blind.” 


Trend in Canada 

In the United States, he 
said, thefts from stores by 
shoplifters and employees 
was estimated at $88 billion in 
1973 and the same trend is 
being followed in Canada. 

While public attention was 
diverted in North America by 
violence in the last 10 years, 
commercial crime has been 
growing under the surface, he 
said. 

“The shysters and the 
dressed-up white collar crooks 
have got their hand in samany 
tills that people don’t know 
how to cope with it," Cun¬ 
ningham addfed. 

Serious crimes 

Serious crimes — drug 
problems, muggings, holdups, 
murders and rapes — may be 
cured by a bigger police 
force, but cannot be totally 
solved by enforcement except 
in a police state, he said. 

And no one yet has an an¬ 
swer to a major s o u r c e of I 
crime — juveniles — he said. | 
In the U.S., juveniles now 
account for 45 per cent of 
serious crimes, including kill¬ 
ings, woundings, robberies 
and auto theft, despite mas¬ 
sive spending on manpower 1 
and research to solve the 
problem. 

Getting worse 

"And what’s happening? 
It’s getting worse,” he said. 

In B.C., juveniles are re¬ 
sponsible for one-third of all 
offences against property and 
10 to 12 per cent of serious 
crimes, he said, but the trend 
is toward the startling U.S. 
figures. 

Several sodaj factors like¬ 
ly affect the social breakdown, 
he said, including changing 
attitudes toward church, edu¬ 
cation. community and gov¬ 
ernment regulation of tradi¬ 
tional vices. 

He said he feels the most 
significant factor in society’s 
troubles, however, is the 
changing nature of the home. 

In real trouble 

"When that kind of a Bolid 
core breaks down, any society 
for ever is in trouble — is in 
real trouble,” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) South Korean of¬ 
ficials told President Ford Thursday they 
believe North Korea would attack their 
country w'ithin six months if the United 
States withdrew its troops.

Mac¬ 
donald made an oblique reference to making 
the purchase of beer just a little more civi¬ 
lized. There are many more areas that need 
some civilization that Macdonald could have 
turned his hand to. 

He could have, in relation to the beverage 
problem, dug in his heels and come up with 
*ome realistic and meaningful legislation go¬ 
verning the slack-jawed idiots who make our 
streets unsafe through their impaired driv¬ 
ing. 

IT SHOULD come as no great surprise to 
our attorney-general that the courts under 
his jurisdiction, have been lenient in their 
approach to the killers on the streets. Drunk 
drivers are too often given a slap on the 
wrist, whereas, in fact, they should damned 
well be put in jail and their lic ences lifted. 

And it shouldn’t be any great surprise to 
Alex Macdonald that our streets are crawling 
with drivers who have had their licences sus¬ 
pended.

Stiff fines, not pica¬ 
yune admonishments, are the order of the 
crime. And if parents knew THEY would be 
saddled with the cost of that fine, maybe tfn* 
parents would take a little more interest in 
what their darlings are doing. 

Alex Macdonald could do a tremendous 
service for all citizens if he would expend^the 
s$me amount of energy he used on legalizing 
the sale of beer in grocery stores, on 
straightening out the mess in our courts 
today. He could start clearing up the back¬ 
log, he could institute some reforms that 
would cut down on the interminable delays 
experienced in courts today. 

LIKE THE UTTER WASTE of time and 
money when a citizen appears to answer a 
charge. First he is asked how he pleads 
guilty or not guilty? He replies he would like 
a week to think it over - request granted. 
Why? It's a simple question, no delays should 
be allowed. 

He comes back a week later and offers a 
pleaxof not guilty. He is then asked whether 
he wants trial by judge or trial by judge and 
jury. He’d like to think about that for another 
week.

During a mass Indian 
protest at the Legislature last 
week the crowd dispersed 
peacefully but leaders said 
they would be back in June in 
occupy the Legislature. 

Indian leaders Phillip Paul 
of the B.C. Association of In¬ 
dian Chiefs, and George 
Watts, Sechelt. a member of 
the cutoff lands committee, 
were cautiously optimistic. 

“I’m optimistic, but n >t 
overly excited," Watts said. 
"On the face of it, it looks as 
though we’re just going to 
moot and negotiate what we 
are going to negotiate. 

"But I’m optimistic that the 
problem will be solved, be¬ 


cause if the government 
doesn’t solve it our people 
will.” 

Watts pointed out that the 
Indians have been asking for 
a meeting to discuss land 
claims tor 2‘a years.

Watts and Paul declined to 
state positively t hat Indian 
demonstrations would end 
pending the first meeting. 

"Therels a great deal of ig¬ 
norance in the house, "Watts 
said. "Some members don’l 
seem 1o realize that Hie re are 


two land issues, the cut: iff land 
claims and the bigger cutoff 
involving all the land in B.C." 

Watts said he hoped the sit¬ 
uation never arose in B.C. 
"where the pendulum swings 
too far and the Indians end up 
hating the white man. That 
happened in the United States 
when the pendulum swung 
right over. We want it to 
swing just half way so that we 
can he equals in our own 
land." 

Paul said the scheduled 
meeting provided "a spark of 
hope" which he welcomed, 
hut he too was cautious in his 
praise. 

"I hope this isn’t going to 
he a lengthy political game." 
he said.

forests after the harvesting is 
done. 

The Rayonier executive 
gave examples of some of the 
I things his company is doing to 
; use more of the harvested 
tree. He said that in the new 
sulphite mill in Quebec, for 
instance, the whole tree 
branches and all is hauled 
to the mill yard where it is 
delimbed and barked. What 
doesn’t make chips is used for 
fuel. He added that in the U.S. 
south, even the mots are 
sometimes used. 

Creamer said that large 
amounts of capital are needed 
in th? forest industry to reach 
higher levels of utilization. He 
cited a New York Times es¬ 
timate that about S50 billion 
worth of capital will be need¬ 
ed in the paper industry in the 
next 10 years, adding that the 
total worth of the entire in¬ 
dustry in the U.S. today is 
only S10 billion. 

Conference Secretary Trea¬ 
surer Carroll Mercer said that 
there was always a good 
number of Canadian partici¬ 
pants in the meetings. He es¬ 
timated that more than 30 
were attending this year.

GARMISCH - PARTENKIR- 
CHEN, Germany (APt 
Avery Brundage. the Ameri¬ 
can multi-millionaire who for 
20 controversial years as 
president of the International 
Olympic Committee fought 
unswervingly for purity in 
sports and amateurism in 
world atldetic competition, 
died in this Bavarian village 
Thursday night. He was 87. 

Brundage stepped down as 
head of the IOC in 1972 after | 
the Summer Olympic Games j 
at Munich, Germany, bui re¬ 
mained as honorary president 
<>r the committee. 

Death came at a district 
hospital here. 

In Santa Barbara. Calif., 
friends and former business 
associates of Brundage said 
they had been informed lhal 
he suffered a heart attack. 

Brundage's first involve¬ 
ment with the Olympic 
Games came in 1912 when he 
went to Stockholm as a 
member of the United Stales 
Irani and competed in the 
pentathlon and decathlon. By 
1929, he was president of the 
U.S^ Olympic Commitlee, 
holding that office until 1935. 

In 1936 he was named to the 
IOC a self-perpetuating 
group that sets the rules and 
regulations for the quadren- 
n i a I athletic competition 
among many of the world’s 
nations, and he became its 
president in 1952. 

“There are only two kinds 
of com | tel i tors.” Brundage 
said in his final speech to the 
IOC' al Munich in August. 
1972. “Those free and in¬ 
dependent individuals who are 
interested in sports for sports' 
sake, and those in sports foe 
financial reasons. Olympic 
glory is for amateurs." 

A graduate engineer from 
tho University of Illinois, 
Brundage a native of Detroit, 
entered the construct! >n fielH 
shortly after 1909 when he re¬ 


ceived his degree. He soon 
had his own firm and quickly 
amassed a fortune. 

He was a wealthy man at the 
time of the 1929 Wall Street 
c rash, but was one man who 
didn't lose his fortune. In fact, 
he actually increased his hold¬ 
ings dunng the Depression, 


starting oul by accepting an 
interesi in Ihe buildings hp 
had constructed and eventual¬ 
ly gaining control of many 
valuable properties. 

As his fortune mounted. 
Brundage was able to indulge 
in his passion for amateur 
athletics.

CAMPBELL RIVER 
Plans for construction of a 
deep sea dock at Duncan Bay. 
which would permit large 
cruise ships to dock here, 
have been outlined to 
chamber of commerce 
members by Lawrence Foort. 

The company. Fairsea 
Cruises, which operates the 
cruise ships from Seattle, is 
willing to cover half of the 
WO,000 cost, if the municipal¬ 
ity can raise the other $10,000. 

Foort* said the croise ships 
will bring 800 tourists every 
two weeks to Campbell River. 

He said an estimated 92 
c ruises are expected to pass 
through Campbell River 
waters next year. 


The band manager said the 
conference had been called to 
outline the band’s objections 
to the proposal to build a 
1,130-berth marina on 28 acres 
of land adjacent, to its Central 
Saanich reserve. 

The development, unveiled 
by Saanichton Marina Ltd. 
last year, was to have begun 
last summer with a start on 
the first of four phases of con¬ 
struction. 

Completion was scheduled 
for 1977 until Resources Min¬ 


ister Robert Williams an¬ 
nounced a six-month morato¬ 
rium on the development last 
September. 

That moratorium expired at 
the end of April, just over a 
week after Williams was 
given copies of two reports 
commissioned by the Tsawout 
Band and prepared by Tera 
Consultants of Vancouver. 

The reports are studies of 
the impact the development 
would have on the environ¬ 
ment of Saanichton Bay and 


the sociological consequences 
for the Tsawout band. 

Underwood and other of¬ 
ficials of the band met with 
Williams Monday, when he 
promised a decision on the 
issue by early next week. 

At the meeting this week. 
Underwood said, Williams 
and the Indian delegation 
staged a question-and-answer 
session dealing with the re- 
l>orts. 

Both reports were made 
public at Wednesday’s press 
conference.

They concluded: 

• The effects of significant 
environmental impacts on the 
bay “are known only in a pre¬ 
liminary way. but can be ex- 
l>ected to be significant.”

“the project as proposed will 
increase the levels of pollu¬ 
tants in the bay.” 

• The development would 
have “no significant positive 
social impact on the Tsawout 
community” and would, in 
fact, “significantly alter cer¬ 
tain aspects of the present 
cultural life” of the band. 

The developers’ suggestions 
of potential benefits to the 
band were dismissed as not 
significant in comparison to 
the costs involved.

Area closed to fishermen 


In a bid to conserve young 
chinook salmon, the federal 
fisheries department Thurs¬ 
day prohibited troller fisher¬ 
men from working the south¬ 
east corner of Swiftsure Bank. 

“This is the first time a ban 
on the area has been im¬ 
posed." said fisheries regional 
director W. R. Hours ton. 

The department regards the 
move as necessary because il 
is a rearing ground for young 
chinooks which are being 
hooked by the trollers. Even 
though they are shaken off 
the hooks, many of them do 
not survive. 

Hourston said a chinook 
must be at least 26 inches 
long for a fisherman to keep 


it. The season on chinooks 
opened April 13. 

..The banned area is just off 
ihe entrance of Juan de Fuca 
Strait. 

“The young fish are what 
the fishermen call shakers be¬ 
cause they shake them off the 
hooks. Some were shaking a< 
many as 200 a day, which is 
why we put the area out of 
bounds,” Hourston said. 

Hourston said he did not 
know when the ban would be 
lifted but said the department 
would monitor the area “in a 
couple of weeks” and assess 
the situation at that time. 




Meanwhile, Dick Williams, 
member of the Pacific Troller 
Association, said in an inter¬ 
view- Thursday the troller 
catch is down at least two- 
ibirds from what it was at 
this time last year. 

“The weather on the west 
coast has been bad mosl of 
the time since the season 
opened. When you can get to 
Ihe big hank the fish just 
don’t seem to be there.” 

He said the fishermen ex¬ 
pect the fishing will pick up 
as the season advances but up 
until now- it has been “very 
slow.”

“We abandoned plans for a 
much smaller marina of our 
own in the bay in 1968 for the 
same reasons we are opposing 
this proposal.” 

That proposal followed the 
rezoning of the waterfront 
around the bay’s 1.5 mile di¬ 
ameter for marina purposes 
in 1967.

Tomatoes are ripening slow¬

The Chinese approach to 
fish is to keep is as fresh-tast¬ 
ing and delicate as possible. 
Whether the Chinese deep-fry 
it, pan-fry it, simmer it, 
braise it or steam it, their 
aim is always the same 
moist and tender flesh that 
neither clings too hard nor 
falls off the bone. 

The easiest to master of the 
various fish-cooking tech¬ 
niques is certainly steaming. 
A whole steamed fish takes 
little time to prepare, it’s 
easy to keep an eye on so it 
doesn’t overcook, and it can 
be served with a good variety 
of sauces either to pour on 
or to dip the fish into as you 
eat it 

Finding or im provision a 
steamer is about the most dif¬ 
ficult part. A large wok fitted 
with a steaming rack, broiler 
rack or cake rack and a cover 
is perfect, but any large pot 
with cover, a deep roasting 
pan for instance, may be fit¬ 
ted with a rack for steSming. 
Or, if you have no rack, the 
fish may be steamed on a 
platter held above the water 
by a custard cup or small 
metal can. European fish- 
poachers also can be used if 
you have a rack or platter 
that will fit into one. 

You should try to find a pot 
large enough to hold the fish 
whole. The Chinese always 
serve fish whole. The Chinese 
always serve fish with both 
head and tail intact. It’s for 
both esthetic reasons — it 
looks good to the Chinese and 
the meat in the cheeks of the 
fish is rich and tasty — and 
because it’s bad luck to serve 
the fish without its ends, 
there’s a culinary reason, as 
well.

Many types of fish are suit¬ 
able for steaming, except, of 
course, very large ones, 
which take too long to cook 
that way and don’t fit into a 
steamer easily anyway. 
Mackerel can be steamed to 
perfection in about eight min¬ 
utes and are delicious with 
the strong-flavored, black- 
bean or spicy-bean sauces 
below. A large 3- or 3Vis- 
pound ish, such as sea bass, 
blackfish, bluefish or red snap¬ 
per will take 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes. 

It is usual to cook the fish 
only about 90 per cent in the 
steamer. At this point the 
flesh will be opaque but not 
dry, although it may cling to 
the bones a little too much. 
Once on the serving platter, 
however, the fish gets a dous¬ 
ing with either hot oil or a 
hot sauce that will cook it to 
its final point. 

One whole large fish is suf¬ 
ficient for four persons when 
served with soup, rice and a 
large dish of stir-fried vegeta¬ 
bles. A larger menu also 
might include a meat dish 
(beef or pork), a chicken dish 
or a noodle dish:^hen, count 
about six servings from a 
large fish. 

BASIC STEAMED FISH 
1 whole fish (about 3 to 314 
pounds, sea bass, black- 
fish, bluefish, red snap¬

1. To score fisih: Lay fish 
flat on a cutting board, hold¬ 
ing it firmly by the head (you 
may use a kitchen towel to 
get a firmer grasp).

(Head 
and tail may be cut off if nec¬ 
essary to make fish fit in 
pan).

Cover and steam for 15 to 20 
minutes for large fish 8 to 10 
minutes for small or until fish 
is opaque but not dry.

When fish is 
done, place it on a platter and 
pour the hot oil over it.

Strikers talk i odd-year 9 Olympics Tick talk

MONTREAL lCP» A 
union leader said Thursday 
the 1976 Montreal Olympics 
"may have to be held in 1977” 
if the Quebec government 
passes legislation based on 
the Cliche commission report 
on the construction industry. 

Walkouts by construction 
workers Thursday at major 
building sites in the city, in¬ 
cluding the main Olympic sta¬ 
dium site, were "spontane¬ 
ous'' reactions to the report, 
said Louis Laberge, president 


of the Quebec Federation of 
Labor. 

The QFL "will fight like 
dogs,” he told a news confer¬ 
ence, called to announce con¬ 
demnation of the Cliche com¬ 
mission report released Tues¬ 
day. 

Late Thursday night the 
consortium of contractors in 
charge of construction at thp 
Olympic site announced the 
site would be closed today. 

The 602-page Cliche report, 
compiled after a 51 million, 
year-long study, recommend¬ 


ed that four Montreal union 
locals, all QFL affiliates, be 
placed immediately under a 
government-appointed board 
of trustees. 

Using terms such as "ema¬ 
sculation” and "amputation” 
to describe the "threat" to 
workers* rights posed by the 
report, the QFL leader said 
legislation on the basis of the 
report's recommendations 
would lead to "a takeover of 
the labor movement in Que¬ 
bec." 

A QFL statement read at 


the news conference said divi¬ 
sions in the workers' ranks 
would be perpetuated and 
construction employees would 
get a unified bargaining body 
if the report’s recommen¬ 
dations were implemented. 

It also rejected recommen¬ 
dations which it said would 
reduce the powers and rights 
of union stewards and make it 
virtually impossible for 
various labor groups to com¬ 
pete with each other during 
recruitment periods for new 
members. 


The federation said the re¬ 
port also aimed at removing 
basic legal rights by suggest¬ 
ing that workers or union of¬ 
ficials accused of organizing 
illegal walkouts be "pre¬ 
sumed guilty." 

Laberge also called for full 
proof of wrongdoing before 
any union official is banned 
from holding positions in 
labor organizations.

OTTAWA (CP) Federal 
taxation officers seized docu¬ 
ments and records from na¬ 
tional Social Credit offices in 
Rimouski, Que., party leader 
Real Caouette said Thursday. 

The raid, earlier this week, 
came as a surprise and has 
left party officials puzzled, he 
said after raising the issue in 
the Commons. 

He was unclear about the 
motivation for the raid, but 
indicated it concerned new 
tax deduction privileges in the 
election expense law- passed 
last year. 

The law covers both cash 
and service contributions to 
political parties. He indicated 
that tax officials question re¬ 
ceipts issued by the party for 
services rendered by support¬ 
ers. 

Revenue Minister Ron Bas- 
ford said he is awaiting a re¬ 
port on the seizure but will at¬ 
tempt to have the documents 
returned and to confine the 
investigation to party pre¬ 
mises.

The claims involve 36.000 
acres of land trimmed arbi¬ 
trarily from Indian reserves 
in 1916.

Levi said he didn’t expect 
any easy solution but he 
hoped the meeting, tentatively 
set for June 26-27, would lead 
to a series of meetings w’hich 
would eventually lead to ac¬ 
ceptable solutions. 

All three opposition leaders 
welcomed the move. 

David Anderson (L—Vic¬ 
toria) said he hoped the gov¬ 
ernment would make funds 
available to the native Indians 
so that their point of view 
could be advanced in any pub¬ 
lic education campaign. 

Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 
Bay) said he strongly be¬ 
lieved that the solution to the 
cutoff land question could 
only be hammered out at the 
conference table and asked if 
the Indians had given any 
commitment to halt protests 
between now and the first 
meeting. 

Levi said he had asked for 
no commitments from the In¬ 
dians. "There are no stric¬ 
tures leading up to the meet¬ 
ing." he said. "That is some¬ 
thing the Indians and their 
leaders have to deal with 
themselves."

The spring session of the Legislature deteriorated 
into a constant challenge of the rulings of the chair 
Thursday night as the final hours and sittings of debate 
on estimates ticked away. 

Thursday afternoon for the 
first time in recent B.C. politi¬ 
cal history two MLAs were 
tossed out of the house for 
defying rulings of committee 
of supply chairman Hartley 
Dent, then the rulings of 
Speaker Gordon Dowding as 
he upheld Dent’s rulings. 

First to go was David An¬ 
derson (L—Victoria), the sec¬ 
ond Pat Jordan tSC North 
Okanagant. She was the first 
woman ever to be ejected 
from the B.C. Legislature. 

At issue just below the sur¬ 
face were the closure rules 
approved a year ago by the 
hefty government majority in 
the house. Those rules limited 
debate on departmental es¬ 
timates to 135 hours or 45 sit¬ 
tings. whichever is fhe loneer. 

The 135 hours ran out Thurs¬ 
day night, the 45th sitting 
starts at 10 this morning. 

But thal wasn’t officially 
why Anderson and Mrs. Jor¬ 
dan were ordered to withdraw 
from the legislative chamber 
Thursday afternoon Those 
rulings came after both MLAs 
prodded Agriculture Minister 
•David Stupich for answers on 
his department’s estimates. 

Both members were back in 
their seats for the night sit¬ 
ting.

Fraser 
strike curbs?

Thp right to strike could be 
taken away if there is no at¬ 
tempt to limit the most da¬ 
maging effects of some stoj>- 
pages, federal Tory labor crit¬ 
ic John Fraser said Thursday 
in Victoria. 

If people are to have the 
right to strike, and "workers 
aren’t ready to give it up, 
there have to be some re¬ 
straints <»n that right,” 
Fraser, Vancouver South MP 
said in an interview. 

Some mechanism has to be 
found, Fraser said, to moder¬ 
ate the effpets of some

'Ihe Conservative party is 
now.giving "serious consider¬ 
ation.” Fraser said, to ad¬ 
vocating establishment of an 
independent agency monitor¬ 
ing all negotiations under fed¬ 
eral jurisdiction. 

When it becomes apparent 
that a strike is possible, the 
agency would prepare a pub¬ 
lic report "assessing the ef¬ 
fect of the strike on the total 
national interesl. The respon¬ 
sibility would then rest with 
the government to decide 
whether to deal in a legisla¬ 
tive way with those effects,” 
Fraser said. 

Or, put another way. the 
government would neutralize 
the "pressure point” in ad¬ 
vance, Fraser said. 

"This would be an attempt 
to walk the difficult, path be¬ 
tween maintaining the right to 
strike, at least to some de¬ 
gree, and at the same time, 
recognize in advance that the 
effects of some strikes <an’1 
be tolprated." 


While admitting that such 
action would take away one of 
labor’s most powerful weap¬ 
ons in forcing a settlement, 
Fraser said the system would 
probably be more acceptable 
to labor than what now ha|>- 
pens.

Vancouver Island’s com¬ 
mercial tomato crop will he 
harvested three weeks later 
than usual this year and the 
yield's will fall 10 per rent 
short of last year’s according 
lo grower James Sing. 

"I^asl year we began 
harvesting our crop in late 
April, but the main harvest 
ihis year will not start for at 
leasi a week.” said Sing, who 
is vice-president of Western 
Greenhouse Growers’ Co- 
Operative Association and 
partner in one of Ihe Island’s 
largest tomato companies.

Tomatoes are ripening slow¬ 
ly this year because of an 
unusually cold spring, and in¬ 
creases in heating costs have 
deterred growers from raising 
the temperatures of their 
greenhouses, he said. 

The Victoria weather office 
reports 20 per cent fewer 
growing degree days this 
year than in 1974. These are 
days on udiich temperatures 
rise above 42 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit.
